The law would enahle indi¬ 
viduals to go to the aril courts 
to sue far damages, in the first" 
instance up to maximum-of 
£10.000, if their personal pri¬ 
vacy is infring ed and they are 
caus ed "substantial distress". 
People could also seek injunc ¬ 
tions to prevent threatened 
invasions of privacy, the publi¬ 
cation of personal papas, for 
instance. "

Individuals or press organ¬ 
isations, as well as anyone else 
suedfor infringement of priva- 
cy, would be able to put 


forward various defences. 
These would include that the 
person suing had consented; 
that there was lawful author¬ 
ity for the intrusion; that there 
was the protection of absolute 
or Qualified nrivflege, and that 


the' intrusion was "in the 
public interest". As in libel 
actions, the courts would 
grant an injunction only in 
dear-cut cases where a news¬ 
paper could not show a good 
case for being allowed to 

publish. 

The proposals will be widely 
welcomed by MPS, many of 
whom are determined to curb 
the excesses of some sections 
of the press after the way the 
David Mellor affair was han¬ 
dled. They are. however, cer¬ 
tain to be robustly resisted by 
themedia.

Major seeks to 
put setbacks 
behind him

JOHN Major will today put a 
brave face on the result of the 
Christchurch by-election by 
describing it as a reflection of 
the government’s difficulties 
over the past 12 months. 

The prime minister, certain 
to be mobbed by the media as 
he tours Ms Huntingdon con¬ 
stituency, will speak of his 
determination to fight bade 
from his personal setbacks 
and to look ahead to better 
economic times. 

Mr Major and his cabinet 
colleagues, however, recog¬ 
nise the seriousness of their 
plight The MORI poll in The 
Times on Thursday, putting 
the Liberal Democrats ahead 
of the Tories in southern 
England, has sent a shiver 
through the government It 
opens up the possibility of a 
pincer movement at the next 
general election, with the To¬ 
ries undo- attack from Labour 
in die north and die liberal 
Democrats in die south. 

Mr Major will be quick 
today to give his support to 
Rob Hayward, the Tory candi¬ 
date in Christchurch, who will 
not be blamed for the loss in 
support since the general elec¬ 
tion. Julian Davidson, the 
Tory loser at Newbury, has 
been dropped by his local 
party after a 28 per cent swing 
against the government in 
May; ministers are deter¬ 
mined that Mr Hayward 
should not suffer the same 
fate. 

The government deckled to 
hold the by-election in July 
rather than in the autumn, 
expecting bad news and hop¬ 
ing to get it out of the way 
swiftly. Hardly anyone expect- 
ed it to recover from the long 
and divisive battle over Maas¬ 
tricht which twice threatened 
the survival of Mr Major and 
revealed a deeply split ruling 
party.

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minister was in a “business as 
usual” mood.

CONSERVATIVE Central Office’s 
losing streak dwarfs even that of 
the England cricket team. Before 
last night’s Christchurch poll, the 
Tories had not won a by-election 
since Richmond jn North York¬ 
shire in February 1989 — a run of 21 
consecutive defeats, eight of which 
involved gains by the opposition 
parties. England's record of eight 
tosses out of the past nine Tests 
palls by comparison. Perhaps it is 
time for Smith Square to revamp 
its tactics. 

On paper. Rob Hayward was 
defending a majority of 23.000 last 
night as he squared up to another 
Liberal Democrat challenge. In 
reality, after John Major's 15 
months of torment, he had begun 
his campaign three weeks ago in 
second place. The problem is that 


the Tories have yet to learn to fight 
like underdogs. Mr Hayward, who 
spent nine years at Westminster 
before tumbling at the last election 
from his precarious perch in 
Kingswood. near Bristol, fought 
the campaign under the slogan 
“the experience to help you". 

With all respect to Mr Hayward, 
this was always likely to prove a 
thin line of defence. Given that 
some members of the cabinet rate 
barely a flicker in the public 
recognition stakes, it was asking 
too much to present the candidate 
as if he merited a hotline to the 
gods. 

Defence, of course, is where the 
Tories keep going wrong. Faced 
with an electorate of potential Tory 
defectors seething at what they 
regard as the government's betray-

al and incompetence, there is tittle 
point simply frying to mimic some 
hapless England batsman and 
block out for a draw. After Julian 
Davidson's ignominious duck at 
Newbury. Christchurch was the 
place where the Tories should have 
gone on the attack. 

Attack in this case should have 
been an all-out assault on Diana 
Maddock, the liberal Democrat 
candidate. By the end of the 
campaign, the air should have been 
thick with the allegations of Tory 
dirty tricks, and Paddy Ashdown 


should have been raging about Sir 
Norman Fowler's descent into the 
gutter. Instead, relieved liberal 
Democrat officials were ending the 
campaign yesterday conceding that 
the Tories had'fought a dean, 
almost gentlemanly fight 
It was not as if Mrs Maddock, 
the leader of the liberal Democrar 
group on Soutbamptoncouncil, did 
not offer an inviting target for all 
her “tnwnsy" image. According to 
one aggrieved Toiy activiri in 
Femdown. she had spent years 
voting with Labour on the council. 


Why did not Genual Office rake up 
her past issue the press with a 
dossier and condemn her, however 
tenuously, as a doset socialist? 
Amid the resulting furore, such an 
approach might have sent some of 
the Tory defectors running back to 
mother.. 

Or take the key campaign issue 
of VAT on domestic fuel bills. Why 
did not the Tories makemoreof the 
liberal Democrat’s past enthusi¬ 
asm for a “carbon tax" — the 
practical equivalent of a VAT levy 
— widening the counter-offensive 
into a battering ram against the 
Liberal Democrats? While it is true 
that all these points were made. — 
but only occasionally — they were 
never hammered home.

45. from Alloa, near Stirling, seems 
unlikely to receive any payment after the court ruled that the 
rig’s owner could not reasonably have foreseen that he 
would suffer severe psychological injuries as a result of wit¬ 
nessing the 1988 disaster. The judges ruled in fevour of the 
rig’s owner. E E Caledonia Ltd. formerly Occidental Petrol¬ 
eum (Catatonia) UtL They said Mr McFariaite 
enough to the disaster and did not have a dose enough rela¬ 
tionship to those who died to be entitled to damages. He wit¬ 
nessed the disaster from a support vessel 100 yards away. In 
December he was awarded damages for psychiatric injury.

NEWSPAPER editors reacted 
strongly yesterday against the 
Lord Chancellor's proposals to 
protect privacy by law. label¬ 
ling the recommendations “a 
terrible mess" and a threat to 
freedom of expression. 

Andrew Neil, editor of The 
Sunday Times, said that no 
matter how carefully die pro¬ 
posals to enshrine privacy in 
law were drafted, they be used 
by politicians to cover up 
mistakes and indiscretions, 
contrary to die public interest 

The existing fear of expo¬ 
sure in the press served as a 
powerful regulator on the 
behaviour of politicians, he 
said. “If this is designed to stop 
papers revealing that minis¬ 
ters are bonking out-of-work 
actresses, they will have a 
fight on their hands." 

Mr Neil said there was a 
danger, too, that the establish¬ 
ment would use the laws to 
attack the press at every 
opportunity.“There are 
enough busy bodies about to 
clog up the courts forever." 

Pfeter Preston, editor of The 
Guardian, said the proposal 
fora voluntary ombudsman to 
provide redress for complain¬ 
ants in privacy cases was a 
“nightmare recipe for delay, 
expense and legal 


The scheme would replace 
the ousting lay system for 
complaining against newspa¬ 
pers. which operated relative¬ 
ly speedily and cheaply, he 
said. 

If complainants did decide 
to take legal action against 
papers on privacy issues, he 
added, they would end up in 
front of a county court with no 
legal aid and no jury. 

“Even if they were to win, 
they would end up with legal 
bills greater than the maxi¬ 
mum damages thar could be 
awarded." 

Mr Preston said he wel¬ 
comed the principle of privacy 
legislation, but only if it were 
accompanied by greater rights 
of freedom of information. 


such as those contained in 
Article 10 of the European 
Convention on Human 
Rights. 

Labour MP Clive Soley, 
sponsor of an unsuccessful 
Freedom and Responsibility of 
the Press Bill, said the plans 
were ineffective and offered no 
protection to those who could 
not afford to go to Jaw. 

Mr Soley, MPfor Hammer¬ 
smith, said: “These measures 
will not necessarily prevent 
cases like those seen in recent 
months which have caused so 
much concern to the govern¬ 
ment including high-profile 
‘royal exclusives’ and the 
David Mellor story, that could 
clearly have a public interest 
defence." 

A spokeswoman for Article 
XIX, the International Centre 
Against Censorship, said die 
proposals could be open to 
abuse.

tion to the notion of a volun¬ 
tary ombudsman when he 
opens a PCC exhibition in 
Glasgow today. 

The commission, which re¬ 
placed the Press Council in 
1990, enforces voluntary con¬ 
trols. Most national papers 
now have their own voluntary 
ombudsman to deal directly 
with complaints.

MORE than 50 cases of fraud 
involving about Cl million 
have occurred in the govern¬ 
ment’s Court Funds Office in 
the past five years, but no one 
has been caught, according to 
Sir John Bourn, the Auditor 
and Comptroller General. 

Although many of the cases 
were unsuccessful, more than 
£90.000 was not recovered 
and the perpetrators, sane of 
whom may have been civil 
servants, have still not been 
identified, says a report from 
the National Audit Office 
today. 

The Court Funds Office 
holds about £1 billion of trust 
money on behalf of 126.000 


depositors including the men¬ 
tally ill. minors and those 
involved in litigation cases. 

The report shows that be¬ 
tween 1988 and 1992 there 
were 54 cases of attempted or 
successful fraud. Before 1991 
the attempted frauds were 
normally for funds of less than 
£5.000 and all involved inter¬ 
cepted cheques. The £32.000 
that was not recovered was 
met by public funds. Howev¬ 
er. in 1991 there were four 
much larger cases of attempt¬ 
ed fraud involving sums of 
about £800.000. of which 
£60.000 has still not been 
found. Another five cases were 
identified later that year. A 


member of the public is help¬ 
ing the police with their enqui¬ 
ries in one of these cases. 

The Accountant General ap¬ 
pointed consultants in 1991 to 
investigate how the frauds 
occurred and by whom. 

The consultants concluded 
that several of the frauds or 
attempted frauds may have 
been carried but by o r with the 
assistance of members of the 
Court Funds Office, but they 
were unable to identify them," 
the Audit Office says. 

. The Accountant General 
has tightened up procedures 
in the department but Sir John 
says that because the 
fraudsters, or those who have 


helped them, have not been 
identified “there must remain 
an unavoidable risk and con¬ 
tinuing concern”. 

The Lord Chancellor's De¬ 
partment said that it was “ an 
unfortunate fact that any de¬ 
partment which handles large 
amounts of money was open 
to fraud". Hie Accountant 
General was not complacent 
and his aim was to ensure that 
vigilance would continue. 
Since the consultants’ report 
new measures had been taken 
to tighten up post-opening 
procedures, to verify receipt 
within a certain period and 
monitor whether signatures 
were dear, a spokesman said.

this with a law on freedom of 
expression."

A PRISON governor who 
yesterday described how hard 
drugs and violent intimidation 
were a feet of life at his low- 
security jail in Suffolk has 
been summoned to the Home 
Office to explain himself. 

David Sherwood said that 
heroin, cocaine and crack 
were regularly available at 
Highpoinl Prison, near Ha¬ 
verhill. The new governor, 
who took over three weeks 
ago. also spoke of the disturb¬ 
ing level of intimidation 
among inmates. 

Mr Sherwood told how staff 
had only yesterday thwarted a 
bid to smuggle heroin to an 
inmate. “We nave called police 
after what appears to have 
been an attempt by a visitor to 
pass two packets of drugs to a 
prisoner." 

Prisoners and staff had 
described incidents of “taxing" 
— when one inmate regularly 
gives money to another under 
threat, he said. To avoid 
intimidation some inmates 
had asked to be put into 
solitary confinement. 

Mr Sherwood's criticism 
met with a chilly response at 
the Home Office. A spokes¬ 
man said yesterday: “We 
know nothing of this yet. no 
clearance was sought. Mr 
Sherwood did not tell us he 
was going to talk to the press. 
He has been told to report to 
his area prison service manag¬ 
er in London next Monday 
morning.” 

The governor had earlier 
said Highpoint had the worst 
drugs record he had encoun¬ 
tered during 32 years in the 
prison service. Crack had been 
manufactured in tea urns — 
"but we think we have put a 
halt to foal for the moment". 

Mr Sherwood, 59. said he 
had “gone public to reveal the 
true picture of life at the 
prison, so that both the public 
and the Home Office would 
know what is happening”.

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Whittam Smith tries to raise 
cash and retain control

THE long-simmering crisis at 
The independent was re¬ 
vealed yesterday with the 
news that Andreas Whittam 
Smith, a founder of the news¬ 
paper, will step down as chief 
executive of Newspaper Pub¬ 
lishing, the holding company 
for the daily and its sister 
Sunday publication. 

Mr Whittam Smith, 56, who 
launched the newspaper in 
1986, will remain for the time 
being as editor of The Inde¬ 
pendent and concentrate on 
developing it and The Inde¬ 
pendent on Sunday in an 
attempt to reverse a decline in 
sales.His departure as chief 
executive comes in the midst of 
a long struggle for control of 
the ailing titles. Mr Whittam 
Smith is said to be fighting a 
losing rearguard action 
against takeover by the power¬ 
ful £| Pais and La Repubblica 
newspaper groups in Spain 
and Italy. 

Senior executives from the 
continental newspaper groups 
were represented at a full 
board meeting of Newspaper 
Publishing yesterday. Direc¬ 
tors agreed a business plan

The plan is believed to 
include a £1 million advertis¬ 
ing budget to launch the titles' 
first campaign since the gener¬ 
al election in April last year 
and a further £2-3 million to 
develop both papers. The In¬ 


dependent has been Hying (o 
raise cash from the City for 
fresh investment but has 
found no takers and has fallen 
back on its overdaft facility of 
about £8 million.

The men were jaded .at the 
Old Bailey in Match 1990 for 
offences finked to an area of 
-tiie M25. They were convicted 
for the ’ murder of Peter 
Hurburgh in Warlingham, 
Surrey, in December 1988. He 
was dragged from his car and 
kicked to death. The same 
night, a man was stabbed and 
a couple tied up Mien homes 
in Oxted and Fetcham were 
ransacked 

‘ Johnson, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress. was also jaded for 15 
years for robbery, causing 
grievous bodily harm, and a 
separate incident involving a 
rape, while Rowe and Davis — 
both of Sydenham, south 
London—received 15 years for 


robbery, grievous bodily harm 
and firearms offences. . 

Upholding the convictions. 
Lord Justice Watkins, sit 
with Mr Justice Leonard 
Mr Justice Scott Baker, said 
that taking all the evidence 
relating to .the timing and 
events of that night and the 
succeeding days, there was no 
basis for saying there was 
"even a lurking doubr about 
their safety. He added: "Chi 
the contrary, die case against 
them all was, and remains, a 
formidable one.” 

Counsel for the men had 
said there was a “bedrock of 
doubt” underlying tiie case 
and no scientific evidence fink¬ 
ing them with the crimes. 
Despite the fact that the three 
men were blade the victims 
described the assailants as two 
white and one black. 

Counsel for tiie Crown said 
that the appeal judges should 
“hesitate long” before inter¬ 
vening. The jury was aware of 
the inconsistencies and mys¬ 
teries of tiie case while the trial 
judge had presented a model 
summing up. 

After tiie hearing Valerie 
Davis. 28, Davis’s sister, ex¬ 
pressed her anger at the 
derision.

New faith in the economy 
gives Tories cause for hope 


VOTERS have become more 
optimistic about the outlook 
for the economy over the next 
12 months and less worried 
about unemployment than 
at any time since last 
summer. 

The latest MORi poll for 
The Times, which puts the 
Tories on their lowest rating 
since the end of 1981. shows 
that the proportion of voters 
expecting the general econom¬ 
ic condition of the country to 
improve has risen from 28 to 
35 per cent over the past 
month. 

The number expecting the 
economic conditio n to get 
worse has declined from 35 to 
28 per cent Consequently, the 
net balance expecting an im¬ 
provement rather than a dete¬ 
rioration has moved from 
minus seven points at the end 
of June to plus seven points 
now. 

The economic optimism in¬ 
dex. was positive in April and 
May after being heavily nega¬ 
tive over the autumn and 
winter following the debacle 


over the withdrawal of ster¬ 
ling from the European ex¬ 
change-rale mechanism and 
the hold-up to the end of the 
recession. .

No wonder they ote* 1 
sound uninspiring. 

The same criticism ap¬ 
plies to the Commons as a 
whole. The veterans may 
offer shrewd judgment ana 
“bottom” but most of the 
lively thin king comes from 
MPs who have been in the 
House for less than ten 
years. In America, more 
than a quarter of states have 
approved limits on tiie 
length of terms of congress¬ 
men. That is a crude and 
arbitrary restriction which 
would deprive the Com¬ 
mons of many valuable 
members. Nonetheless, fee 
House would be more in 
touch if more ordinary MPs 
served for, say. a couple of 
parliaments rather than re¬ 
garded politics as a career. 
And Laity Thatcher would 
have had a happier end if 
rite had followed Sir Doug¬ 
las’s guidelines and retired 
in 1989 after ten years in 
Downing Street

‘Gnawing doubts’ force Israel 
to free suspected war criminal

IN JERUSALEM 


ISRAEL’S supreme court yes¬ 
terday quashed John 
Demjanjuk's conviction for 
Nazi war crimes and nullified 
his sentence to death by hang¬ 
ing. saying "gnawing doubts" 
had emerged as to whether the 
retired American car worker 
really was the sadistic 
Treblinka death camp guard 
"Ivan the Terrible". 

“Wachmann [guard! Ivan 
Demjanjuk has been acquitted 
by us because of doubts of the 
terrible charges attributed to 
him as Ivan the Terrible of 
Treblinka," Meir Sham gar. 
the Israeli chief justice said, 
grimly reading the unani¬ 
mous ruling. “There remains 
a reasonable doubt and the 
appellant is entitled to benefit 
from H.” 

The court said there was 
ample evidence that Mr Dem¬ 
janjuk served as a guard in 
other camps, including 
Sobibor in Poland, that were 
not the main focus of the trial. 
But after seven years of emo¬ 
tionally charged proceedings.

the judges recommended 
against bringing new charges 
against the Ukrainian-born 
73-year-old, who was stripped 
of his US citizenship in 1981 
and extradited in 1986. He was 
convicted in 1988 of running 
the gas chamber at Treblinka, 
where 870,000 Jews were 
murdered. 

Moshe Shahal, the police 
minister, said Mr Demjanjuk 
would be held in protective 
custody until he is deported to 
a country that will accept him. 


Yoram ShefteL Mr Demjan¬ 
juk's lawyer, said: The em¬ 
barrassment is not upon the 
people of Israel but on the 
prosecution that had the 
shame to conduct such a trial 
based on no evidence." 

The judges effectively chal¬ 
lenged die value of testimony 
by aged Treblinka survivors, 
saying they were troubled by 
evidence found last year in 
KGB archives, including 
statements by Treblinka 
guards identifying “Ivan the 


Terrible" as Ivan Marchenko, 
not Ivan Demjanjuk. 

Dov SMlansky. a Holocaust 
survivor ami former Speaker 
of the Israeli parliament, said 
he felt the judges had erred. “I 
am obliged to accept the 
verdicts of the state of the Jews 
in the land of Israel although 
in my heart I am convinced he 
is Ivan the Terrible." 

Former justices said the 
derision was a difficult but 
necessary validation of the 
Israeli judknal system. There 
is no reason for rejoicing, 
because Demjanjuk is a per¬ 
son who very possibly was a 
war criminal and for a techni¬ 
cal reason was not punished, 1 * 
said author Tom Segev. “But 
there is reason to be proud of 
our justice system's integrity, 
independence and maturity." 

However, soon after the 
verdict was announced, Israeli 
radio announced that anony¬ 
mous callers had threatened to 
kill the wives of two of the 
judges who -acquitted Mr 
Demjanjuk.

The revoking of his citizen¬ 
ship may technically still be 
valid as the Israeli judges 
noted there was evidence he 
was a guard in other death 
camps. He belonged to a Nazi 
guard" unit “whose purpose 
was murder*, a fact which Mr 
Demjanjuk concealed when 
he first applied for citizenship. 

Simon Wiesenthal, who 
dedicated his life to hunting 
down Nazi war criminals, said 
yesterday the judges had no 
optiwi but to free Mr 
Demjanjuk. "Nothing more 
should be done in this case," 
he said. “It is not possible to 
pursue it further." 

Mr Demjanjuk’s son. John 
Jr, described his father’s trial 
and imprisonment as "proba¬ 
bly the most tragic and worst 
case of mistaken identity that 
history has ever witnessed". 
He sa id Janet Reno, the US 
attorney-general, should issue 
an administrative order to 
enable his father, who has 
been sateless since 1981, to 
return to Ohio. 

The Israeli authorities have 
said that Mr Demjanjuk will 
be held in an Israeli prison for 
his own protection until he is 
deported, but have not speci¬ 
fied a destination. The 73-year-

Kabul threatens to retaliate 
against Russian attacks

AFGHANISTAN yesterday 
condemned huge air and 
around strikes by Russian 
border troops aimed at dis¬ 
lodging Afghan-backed Tajik 
rebels and'said that it would 
retaliate if there were more 
attacks.

Parliament piles pressure 
on Yeltsin in rouble crisis

RUSSIA’S conservative opposition kept up 
its pressure on President Yeltsin yesterday, 
announcing that the Supreme Soviet would 
convene in emergency session tomorrow. 
Parliamentary sources confirmed that the 
sitting would discuss who was responsible 
for approving the disastrous currency 
reform which has created a triangle of 
recrimination between parliament, the 
central bank and foe government 
Parl iamenfs praesidium announced on 
Wednesday that it was reversing foe 
reform, under which all pre-1993 rouble 
bank notes were declared obsolete and 
Russians were initially given only two 
weeks in which to exchange a limited sum 
in old notes. Businesses arid shops yester¬ 
day ignored foe reversal after Viktor 
Gerashchenko, head of the central bank. 


said, parliament had no right to change the 
bank’s derisions. 

The disarray has-caused a sharp decline 
in public confidence in the government and 
the institutions of state, compounded by Mr 
Yeltsin’s silence on the matter of how much 
he knew of the reform in advance and foe

. The International Monetary Fund added 
its criticism of the bank’s move yesterday, 
complaining that it had not been consulted.

Details of their formula 
were unclear, but the plan is 


said to put Bosnia undo- foe 
leadership of a three-member 
rotating counriL There would 
be no direct elections to the 
central government and it 
would centred no uniformed 
police.

Nor does a day or 
a week go past without more 
anecdotes to put iron into the 
soul.

1 came across a 
couple of examples in a recent 
bundle of old newspapers 
from home. In The Times. 1 
read that the latest teenage 
phrase in America for making 
love was “hitting skins". 

What brutalisation of hu¬ 
man sensibility produces lan¬ 
guage like that? But then, in 
The Guardian. I read of a 
different sort of vandalism — 
the shouting down of the 
distinguished drama critic at a 
conference of English teachers 
for audaciously suggesting 
that children might enjoy — 
yes. enjoy — and appreciate 
Shakespeare mop? if they were 
taught to understand what the 
language actually meant Ah 


well, maybe we should just 
think of Romeo and Juliet

So where's the hope? 

Let us, as Professor Joad 
suggested, first define our 
terms. Hope isn’t just about 
being optimistic it goes far 
beyond that Hope, writes 
Vaclav Havel, “is a dimension 
of the soul ... (it] is not 
prognostication. It is orienta¬ 
tion of the spirit, an orienta¬ 
tion of the heart; it transcends 
ihe world..

I 
notice that even President 
Castro of Cuba, according to 
The Times earlier this month, 
conceded that democratic re¬ 
forms would eventually come 
ro his coon tp'. 

Communism was one of this 
century's two ghastly attempts 
to impose Heaven on Earth 
through a brutal centralisa¬ 
tion and suppression of indi¬ 
vidualism. Like other efforts 
before it failed horribly — 
partly because of the resolve of 
those who were prepared to 
stand up for the open society, 
and partly because of its own 
lunacies and internal contra¬ 
dictions. 

Beyond Latin America and 
Europe, the trumpet has 
sounded, too. For two decades. 
Africa has not seemed very 
hopeful terrain for democracy. 
But a new wind of change

turning its back on corruption, 
oppression and tyranny. A 
recent report suggested that 
three quarters of the 47 coun¬ 
tries south of the Sahara are in 
various stages of political 
liberalisation. 

One of the most distressing 
parts of my former job as 
overseas development minis¬ 
ter was to see the collapse of 
good government in so many 
parts of Africa: the crumbling 
infrastructure, the collapsing 
hospitals — many of them 
tributes to the worst short¬ 
sighted forms of development 
assistance. 

Equally, one of the most 
heroic and exciting things that 


I started to see was the effort 
being made by a new genera¬ 
tion of African leaders and 
public servants to start all over 
again, to rebuild what had 
fallen down. It would be ironic 
if, now that so many African 
countries are frying to do the 
right thing economically and 
politically, the OECD coun¬ 
tries, preoccupied with our 
own problems, were to ignore 
their needs. 

Other developments have 
pushed and nudged African 
countries towards a greater 
respect for human rights, pol¬ 
itical accountability and foe 
rule of law. So hope takes root

And what of Asia, where 
economic miracles seem at 
least two. more like ten, a 
peony? Does political develop¬ 
ment shadow economic? 

Not if you listen to some 
Asian leaders, it doesn’t That 
was certainly foe message of 
the Bangkok declaration; and 
it was an argument advanced 
by some Asian delegations at 
foe Vienna Conference on 
Human Rights.

T here are some things 
with which we can 
agree. Economic and 
social progress are 
important: they form some of 
every community's basic aspi¬ 
rations.

ical progress. 

De TocquevSteargued per- :

IN THE END, though, your 
teenqggr lies only in the hand 
of God; and that applies 
equally at home or abroad.

admirers — met in Torbay on 
Tuesday night "My detractors 
will be howled down. If they 
don! like me they’D get a 
Liberal!” Deselection was not 
even mentioned. So he is safe, 
for now. in the boson of 
Tory hay. 

I wonder what is the appeal of 
Westminster for this man, who 
has other fish to fry and no need of a 
parliamentary stipend. He never wanted 
to be a minister—“people will now say, he 
would say that, wouldn't he?". He t hinks 
he was hicky to land in an administration 
with an agenda that included his favour¬ 
ite subjects — security, intelligence ser¬ 
vices and official secrets.

But Nigel West, author of 12 books, is 
far better rewarded, financially and in 
rep u te , than Rupert Allason MP. Rupert 
has to endure late night sessions on 
tedious subjects like race — “totally 
irrelevant to Torbay, whose ethnic minor¬ 
ity can be counted on one deformed 
hand". Rupert has to meet “paraphrenics 
— people who are entirely rational except 
over one issue, on which they are barking 
mad” in surgery. Rupert claims to enjoy 
this. But I suspect that Nigel digging out 
moles, intrigues and scandals, finking 
Terry Waite with the CIA and Robert 
Maxwell with Mossad. taking ins KGB 
contacts to lunch at White’s or the 
Commons, gets more kicks. 

Rupert folds his name a handicap. 
“Among SAS troopers, ’Rupert' is a 
pejorative term for officers, ie toffs. And 
there are no writer Ruperts, apart from 
Rupert Brooke. Who now has that ghostly 
Jeffrey Archer connection." His aversion 
to Archer is interesting because be has file 
mannerisms of a taller Jeffrey: hearty 


telephone greetings, a tendency to turn 
shiftily defensive in mid-garrulity, a 
certain look of eyes and mouth. 

Rebellion set in at school Downside: 
“Awful place. As you have gathered, 
discipline is not my strong suit I wanted 
to go into the army like my father [Tory 
MPJ and grandfather [brigadier] and go 
to Sandhurst But on the first day I found 
instead of being an elite unit they were a 
bunch of skivers."

The owners of Shady Pines and The Elms 
would go bankers. They all vote Conser¬ 
vative and, more importantly, all their

“whether they know ft or not” 

He was not going to be nobbled as other 
rebels plainly were. They tried all the 
usual means to get at him. The FPSs were 
deployed to do their old pais* act Then 
there was the flattery strategy. “A minister 
suddenly stops you in the lobby, says how 
much he has always admired you and 
how he has read all your books and what 
a splendid future you have." 

Which minister, Rupert? “I cannot say. 
It is part of the mystique of foe Commons.

Now go away and think about 
it*. Then die impending list for assisted- 
area status was mentioned. ’And if your 
constituency is included I hope you'll be 
very grateful’ The only way to deal with 
that is not to declare your intentions until 
after the point where Torbay is included 
in the list. And that is'just what 1 did." 

H e has bitter memories of 
having been nobbled on foe 
Maastricht paving debale in 
November, when he had 
heard Bill Cash on PM saying the 
ingeniously worded motion was support¬ 
able. So when his whip called, Allason 
co mmi tt e d himself in support “By foe 
time I got back to London on Monday, Bill 
Cash and all the rebels were to vote 
against I told my whip. I will never be 
forced into this position again." 

Having derided cm abstention last 
week, the only question was how to do it 
He could have walked through two 
lobbies (“ridiculous”) or sat cm his hands 
and had abuse hurled by those walking 
past He could have stayed in the library 
— “But a whip will attach himself to you 
tike a limpet and make life absolutely 
bloody.

“I mil only say 1 was not in 
Bermuda. I could have been anywhere. 
But I was in the Commons until midnight 
on Wednesday, and on 'Thursday evening 
I was giving an interview to the BBC 
about the MJ5 mole in foe NUM.

’hen the government was 
defeated, Maastricht was 
kicked into touch, whoop¬ 
ee. But now the crunch 
comes. I’d been expecting a censure 
motion. What is one to do when the 
government is ignoring the wishes of 
Parliament? 1 said, at the rebels’ meeting, 
I didn’t see how anybody could support 
the government in those circumstances. 
And 1 genuinely thought 1 would not be 
alone in abstaining. I also knew we would 
be no threat. Bill Cash was nobbled by 
Douglas Hurd with a promise that he 
could help formulate European policy, 
whatever that means, and on Friday’s 
World at One he said he was voting for 
the government If even foe toughest guys 
were doing a 180-degree flip-flop, I knew I 
was on safe ground, 1 would not hold the 
balance.

L ost manuscripts are the treasure trove 
of the reading classes. Ezra Found de¬ 
fined poetry as news that stays news. 
But it is difficult to persuade die hard men of 
newspapers to share his opinion. Novelists 
become news only once a yrar, when they are 
turned into awkward racehorses for the 
literary prizes. But literature becomes news 
mainly when a lost manuscript is found. 
This combines the human interest stories of 
mystery and treasure-hunt with the virtuous 
feeling that literature must be good for you, 
in the way that fibre favours the bowels. 

A-S. Byatrs Possession, which won the 
Booker Prize in 1990. is die latest major 
fiction of literary treasure-hunt. The manu¬ 
script that is the key to Umberto's The Name 
of the Rose is the lost second book of 
Aristotle's Poetics, said to deal with comedy. 

We cannot all hope to find something as 
long lost as the Dead Sea Scrolls. But just 
occasionally a vanished masterpiece of 
literature does turn up in some manuscript 
mountain. Finn's Hotel was published last 
year as a book of lost stories by James Joyce. 
These inchoate bosh-shots at Finnegans 
Wake were not so much lost as neglected in 
the cellar. Similarly Samuel Beckett's "lost" 
first novel. A Dream of Fair to Middling 
Women . was rescued from die archives and 
published last year (and jolly disappointing 
it was to ail but Beckett groupies). 

In the vaults of Bodley and obscure coun¬ 
try houses, more literary treasures must lie 
hidden. Such paper magpies as the Univer¬ 
sity of Austin, Texas, have an insatiable 
appetite for every scrap from writers, who 
can now make more from their manuscripts 
than from the published books. 

Notable fragments of juvenilia by T.S. 
Eb'ot continue to turn up. A suitcase full of 
Hemingway's apprentice writing was lost by 
his wife at a Pans railway station, and may 
sit in some Parisian attic The first draft of 
most of T.E. Lawrence’s The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom was lost at Reading railway station 
while he was changing trains. Authors' care¬ 
lessness at railway stations would horrify 
Lady Bracknell- Thomas Hardy's first and 
unpublished novel. The Poor Man and the 
Larfv, has vanished from the public eye, after 
it was turned down by two publishers. 

Any of these would be vrorfo the whistle of 
discovery, though the most popular treasure 
would be anything authentically from the 
pen of Shakespeare But this is not Carde- 
nio, adapted from a story in Don Quixote. 
and recently claimed to be in Shakespeare's 
hand by a New York handwriting enthusi¬ 
ast Surprisingly, the older die literature, die 
more likely it is to turn up as hidden trea¬ 
sure The literary discoveries of this century 
have come from Oxyrhynchus (now Beh- 
nesa) in Upper Egypt south of the Fafyum, 
where the rubbish dump of the vanished 
town has yielded great riches of papyri. 

From here such papyrus resurrection-men 
as Eric Turner and Eric Handley have res¬ 
cued from oblivion one complete play of 
Menander, Dyskolos, “The Grumpy Man”, 
and sizeable fragments of many others. So 
for the first time for 23 centuries, we can read 
the work of the father of Attic New Comedy, 
and the model for European comedy from 
Molfere and Sheridan to the Garry On films.

he lost poems of Catullus, one of the 
most romantic love poets in literature, 
were found by accident in Verona in 
The folklore was that die 


the Middle Ages, 
manuscript was found rolled in a wad to 
bung a wine band, but all that we know for 
certain is that a contemporary wrote a Latin 
epigram about “Catullus, whose light was 
hidden under a bushel" That discovery must 
have been an epiphany almost as exciting as 
a lost play of Shakespeare 

There are rich literary treasures waiting to 
be found in the scrapheaps of the world, if 
only there were time to look. Chests of pieces 
of eight and gold doubloons ate treasure for 
boys. For grown-ups the most exciting find 
would be a bit of paper from a master hand, 
bringing a genius back to life. 

The art of losing isn't hard to master. In a 
newspaper office we are experts at generat¬ 
ing waste paper and losing the bits that 
matter. But in a newspaper office, the lost 
words do not matter very much, since they 
are written to be ephemeral. Finding the lost 
master words is harder. But there is enough 
hidden treasure out there to give us happy 
hunting until scribbling ends.

What is it about us? 


A nd some there be. which have 
no memorial: who are per¬ 
ished, as though they had 
never been; and are become as 
though they had never been bom: and 
their children after them. But these were 
merciful men. whose righteousness hath 
not been forgotten. With their seed shall 
continually remain a good inheritance, 
and their children are within the 
covenant. Their seed standeth fast, and 
their children for their sakes. Their seed 
shall remain for ever, and their glory 
shall not be blotted out Their bodies are 
buried in peace; but their name liveth for 
evermore. The people will tell of their 
wisdom, and the congregation wfli show 
forth their praise. 

I hope so; but Ecdesiasticus was 
notorious for his optimism. Only a few 
weeks ago 1 was lamenting the inevita¬ 
ble fact that even the Holocaust will 
become part of ancient history, so that 
children will learn of it as they will 
learn of the French Revolution or Henry 
VIU — that is. as something that 
happened a long time ago and has no 
relation to the present 
These thoughts are of course prompt¬ 
ed by the news of the acquittal of the 
man called John Demjanjuk and nick¬ 
named “Ivan the Terrible*. The soubri¬ 
quet had been given by the terribly 
transient inmates of Treblinka (next I 
believe, to Auschwitz in the numbers 
slaughtered in the gas-chambers) for the 
dreadful extra brutalities he visited 
upon them before he killed them. The 
trial, in Israel, turned not upon the evil 
done by *Tvan". but upon his identify. 
The man who had been deported to 
Israel as a war criminal had insisted 
throughout the years of his imprison¬ 
ment (it seems that Israeli justice is 
as disgracefully slow as that in the 
United States) that he was not the man. 
He was finally acquitted for that reason; 
there was some evidence that he had 
practised terrible wickedness at another 
death-camp, but the Israeli judges 
rightly refused what would have 
amounted to double jeopardy, and he 
goes free. Where he goes free is another 
matter; his acquittal in Israel does not 
necessarily dear him in the United 
States, and the Ukraine (where he came 
from originally) would be unlikely to 
welcome him as a prodigal son return¬ 
ing to the fold. 

The earth trembles as the murdered 
millions stir in their pitiful ashes. For 
this latest news is not really about jus¬ 
tice or condign punishment or ven¬ 
geance (nr the dangers of mistaken 
identity. It is. yet again, about these

extraordinary people called Jews (would 
that they had been, for their entire 
existence, so ordinary as to be complete¬ 
ly invisible). 

Let me give you a very recent 
demonstration of the way so many 
people regard Jews — a regard not 
necessarily hostile, indeed often admir¬ 
ing. but nevertheless different A reputa¬ 
ble polling organisation took soundings 
in Poland as to what the respondents 
thought of Jews. The usual indictments 
were to the fore: Jews are pushy; they 
have too much influence: they are 
usurers; they put Jewry before Poland, 
their birthplace; they refuse to mingle 
with gentiles, and all 
the rest of it But the 
pollsters added one 
more question — on 
ffie face of it a perfectly 
innocuous one. It was 
“How many Jews are 
there in Poland?" 

Twenty-five per cent 
said between 750,000 — - 

and 3^00.000. The cor¬ 
rect figure is approximately

That you must agree, has a signifi¬ 
cance far out of the ordinary. Why are 
we Jews. good, bad and indifferent, 
loved, hated and peculiar, rich, poor and 
middling, singled out for curiosity at 
least and extermination at worst? We do 
not, contrary to legend, have noses 
detectably different from the noses of 
any Featherstonehaugh or Cholmon- 
detey: we (in Britain anyway) take great 
pains to merge into die scenery, apart 
from showoffis like me: we always over¬ 
tip waiters and tan-drivers; many of us 
go to the length of changing our names 
fast -stems and -bergs and -skis should 
betray our origins. 

And yet nobody has strived the 
mystery: the mystery of why Jews are 
thought of as different. So different, 
indeed, that some six million of them, 
roughly half-way through the 20th 
century — a century, mmd. that had 
tone dispensed with ancient suspicions 
and old wives’ ales—were murdered in 
the most cost-efficfenr way in the most 
civilised land-mass in the world. The 
real “Ivan the Terrible”, who was not 
John Demjanjuk after all, has not been 


apprehended; it seems that that “Ivan” 
was one Ivan Marchenko, who has 
and is almost certainly 
It is said, probably in full truth. 
that he was a man who was not content 
to push Jews into gas-chambers, but in 
pushing them would stab them or break 
their bones or, in the case of women, 
slash their breasts. 

What was it, in the real Ivan the 
Terrible, that boiled up into implacable 
hatred of Jews so intense that it 
dominated his entire life? Hitler de¬ 
manded the murder of the Jews because. 
he believed their blood was poisoning 
the pure liquid of tile German people; 

indeed, his last words 
before he shot himself 
were to urge the Ger¬ 
man people to extin¬ 
guish the people who 
exuded the poison. 
Mad though that is. 
there is a fond of logic 
in it. but as far as 
- - I can see, Ivan 
Marchenko had no 
ideological drive, but only 


octogenarians settled in Britain who did, 
or might have done, those evfl deeds, 
should be pursued. It is almost incon¬ 
ceivable that there would be enough 
reliable evidence to convict any of tfcem; 
if Demjanjuk turned out to be not guilty 
because be was the wrong man. it would 
be a strange jury that would find some 
white-haired dodderer guilty, on the 
testimony of witnesses no less white- 
haired and doddering.

consuming haired of Jews and a 'con¬ 
suming determination to murder as 
many as possible of them, and beat and 
stab them as they were being pushed 
into the gas-chambers. 

Explain that if you can. But you can’t. 
The volumes which purport to explain 
this extraordinary attitude would circle 
the globe three times, yet none of them 
has ever got even reasonably dose to the 
solution. (The most tenacious of the 
beliefs — it still exists — is that the 
Jews killed the Christian Saviour and 
are therefore pariahs fit for nothing 
but death. But Jew-haired had taken 
deep roots before Christ was born, 
and today's Jew-hatred is most viru¬ 
lent in those who care nothing about 
Christ and in some cases don’t know 
who Christ was.) 

I think that the Israelis are right to go 
on seeking those who turned the taps, 
and in particular those who gave the 
orders for the taps to be turned. Yet there 
cannot be many more trials; perhaps the 
Demjanjuk case will prove to be die last 
On tire other hand. I cannot bring 
myself to believe that the handful of 


N evertheless, my brother's 
blood crieth unto me from 
the ground. Again and 
again, I find myself thinking 
that there must be, there has to be, an 
afte r life , in which some kind of retri¬ 
bution falls upon those who woe party 
to tile Holocaust and lived to three score 
and ten. If there is no accounting, ti the 
sue million are dust and were never 
anything but dusfr - tfaen there can be 
no afterlife, and _ the universe is 
.entirely random,-. 

That is a terrible thing to believe, 
but it is hardly less terrible to base a 
belief in an afterlife an the ground that 
evS will be repaid in another world be¬ 
cause it was not repaid in tins one; it is, 
to say the least, a titin and fraying rope 
on which to hang eternal fife. And 
perhaps — the most terrible of the 
scenarios — the dead do know their 
condition, but can do nothing about it • 
Imagine dying in a Nazi gas-chamber 
and taking that terrible death into 
a kind of conscious post-mortem under¬ 
standing. No, you say. no God could 
mete out such dreadful punishment; no, 
of course not. but if there is no God, 
what that? Dust without retribution, 
dust without retribution but with 
understanding? 

for my part I come to the picture 
from the other end. I have long been 
convinced that death—our bodily death 
— is not the end but offers some kind 
of sensibility beyond it It may not — I 
think not — be so human as to 
encompass earthly injustice and rectify 
it but that means that the universe may 
not be wicked but may come very dose 
to indifference.

T homas Aquinas, a red-blooded 
Neapolitan who would certainly 
have understood the modem 
Catholic problem of “how far can we 
go?", wrote that choice is the key to she 
moral act Doesthe Catholic church's 
ban an birth control— presented fa 1968 
with the papal encyticalHumanoe Vitae 
aud io be restated in the autumn with a 
new encyclical. Venturis Splendor — 
rob men and vramm of thfa choice? 

After 25 years, the debate continues. 
Contrary to popular opinion, sex does 
not lie at the heart at the two papal 
eacydfcals. Nor does marriage. The 
crux of each , is the age-old Promethean 
conflict of man against hfa God; of man 
agains t authority. Paul VI and John 
Paul Q did not seek , to fight the 
permissive society and its peznkkxti|j. 
symbol, the PiU: they sought to gjve a 
different dimension to modem moralily 
and our view of man's role in the 
universe.That they carried their warfare 
into the bedroom merefy ensured secu¬ 
lar attention. 

Modern men and women, like Coper- 
nican astronomers, have chosen to in¬ 
habit a cosmology that centres upon 
man and his moral and sotio-economic 
needs. But the Catholic church, in a 
reversal of history, seeks to play at 
Galileo,' urging us to lode beyond 
ourselves to a theoceotric universe. 
Here; God's law rules, not nan’s, and 
individual freedom of dance must he 
circumscribed by moral authority as set 
forth in the magisterium, the teadiipg 
authority of the Catholic church. 

Conservatives among the world's 800 
Tnilfim Catholics welcomed Humarne 
Vitae: in toe stormy waters of the moral 
revolution, here was a rock. They held 
on, obeying all strictures: they will do 
the sameWith Veritatis Splendor. 

Latins regard the speed limit on thtir 
roads as an ideal to be aimed at — hut 
have never, seriously thnnght that they 
should obeyitto the fetter, for 25 years, 
liberals within the Catholic church have 
adopted tiie same approach to the 
church’s teaching on birth control: 
Humarne Vitae offered an ideal a blue¬ 
print for sexual ethics, but in their own 
lives they would fail short of such 
impossibly high standards. 

- In his forthcoming encyclical. Pope 
John Paul n states that his document 
answers a “real crisis" in foe teachings 
of morality: a gap. be warns, is separa¬ 
ting tftemagistenuin from a number of 
CathoSc theologians. This is. a papal 
-circumlocution--.for war against the 
liberals. Skirmishes have already been 
fought Since the 1960s. theologians in 
North and South America, Holland and 
Gemany have marshalled arguments to 
elevate individual conscience above 
papal rulings in the political as well as 
tire sexual arena: the controversial 
liberation theology allows priests to 
participate in local politics to fight 
miscarriages of justice. 


J ohn foul n has muzzled some of 
these voices already, but their seeds 
of discord have already been sown: 
a two-tiered Catholic church is emerg¬ 
ing, inwhich the Pope and conservatives M 
view authority as the very core of their 
understanding of the magisteriuni; 
while liberals question authority and 
promote acanmtabilily. 

Humarne Vitae, luce the Vatican Q 
council before it, drove a wedge between 
liberals and conservatives, but it also 
sparked a debate about the church's 
ca t a c hesis and how much ft could be 
shaped and informed by sodoeconomic 
conditions. This was a necessary push 
towards developing theology. Veritatis 
Splendor will fan the 25-year-cid debate 
into a war of us-against-them. The P31 
could become for the Catholic church 
what w omen priests are for fee Anglican 
Communion. 

With speculation rife about the FopeJf 
health, it is always possible that the cast 
of characters could change. But if the 
POptfs teaching is enshrined in a 
doctrinal encyclical, ft will be difficult if 
not impossible to change the script.

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BRIGHT DAY FOR EUROPE 




What the unemployed now need is a wave of speculation 


The B un d e sbank's decision yesterday to 
maintain its key discount rate could turn out 
to be the best news Western Europe's 22. 
million unemployed have had in months. A 
cut was expected. It did not come. By a 
determined assault an the European ex- 
3 change-rate mechanism (ERM), the specu¬ 
lators could now rescue the politicians from 
a punishing and unnecessary recession. 

Governments have been bent on fixing 
their currencies to die Deutdhmark what¬ 
ever the economic cost That may now end. 
For the next month or more, the ERM will be 
naked to the harsh market winds. The mar¬ 
kets will not forgive penalty high real 
interest rates at the bottom of an economic 
cycle. Recession is the undertying reason for. 
the crises which have assailed the ERM, 
shaken Britain and Italy free of the grid last 
September and forced three devaluations on 
Spain. The European Community's econo¬ 
mies are expected to contract this year by 1 
per cent its dole queues to grow to R5 per: 
cent of the workforce. The markets’ bet is 
3pthat the existing ERM parities can be 
’ maintained only at intolerable economic, 
and therefore political, cost 

The message from the Bundesbank is that, 
the ERM does not have to break. But it must 
bend to survive, and the choice lies in Paris, 
Copenhagen and Madrid, not Frankfurt 
Even massive intervention can now wily 
save face for Paris and buy a little time for it 
to decide between the only choices now open: 
between joining in a general realignment of 
parities, as the Bundesbank wants, or' 
raising interest rates to heights so evidently 
unsustainable that the markets will again 
put the franc on die rack. 

Until the former course is chosen, the 
ERM will stagger from crisis to crisis. It Is 
impossible to match Germany's needs to 
contain the inflation ary side-effects of uni¬ 
fication with the pressing reflatianary 
^ requirements in countries such as France or 
'Denmark, where inflation has been tamed 
at the expense of millions of jobs.- Viewed 
from Frankfurt a cut in the German- 
discount rate would have weakened con¬ 
fidence in tiie bank’s anti-inflationary 
credentials, put the Deutchmark under 
speculative pressure and forced up the 
longterm German interest rates which are 
critical to German industry. The argument ■ 


for a steep cut in German rates—and only a 
; cut of at least 1 per cent would have bought 
France and other governments in the ERM 
. more than a.momentary reprieve — was 
therefore political. 

There is declining sympathy in Germany 
for France's obsession with the franc fort. 
Every time the Bundesbank has to step in to 
help , the franc, Germany’s fight against 
. inflation is impeded by a further swelling of 
the German money supply. Moreover, the 
French government, so insistent on solid¬ 
arity in matters, monetary, refuses to return 
the favour when it comes to freeing 
international trade under the Gatt 
" Not, under foe surface, is there now even 
agreement between France and Germany on 
the political goal The French government is 
obsessed with locking its currency to 
Germany’s not in order to contain inflation, 
a battle already won. but because it hopes 
thereby to hasten. European monetary 
union. France sees EMU. which would 
establish joint control over a single currency, 
as its only escape from under the Bundes¬ 
bank’s shadow. But.this ambition is pre¬ 
cisely what has rendered the Bundesbank 
increasingly sceptical of the merits of EMU. 

The ERM is now in the intensive care 
ward. European voters should hope that the 
politicians switch off foe life support 
' machines soon. There is a case for reason¬ 
ably stable currencies, as Kenneth Garke 
said last week, but none for fixing parities 
rigidly between economies foal are perform¬ 
ing differently. The ERM worked only so 
long as it was not treated a modem gold 
standard, and even then only until Europe’s 
capital markets were freed. It now holds the 
keys to Europe’s recessionary prison. French 
voters are eyeing foe dividends Britain won 
. by breaking the chains; yet the British export 
boom could, as the Confederation of British 
Industry fears, falter if its EC markets stay 
locked in an ERM-related slump. 

The lesson of this slump must be learned 
one day, and it is that unless and until Eur¬ 
ope is ready for a unified federal budget 
within a political union, the Europe of a 
single market and free capital flows will 
need more rather than less monetary flexi¬ 
bility. The sooner governments realise this, 
the better. By hastening the day, the specu¬ 
lators would do the voters signal service.

Better information is needed in the education marketplace 
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Our Second Degree supplement today is the 
first attempt by ahewspaper‘ or 'anyone 
else—to publish a full guide to vacancies on 
taught postgraduate courses; It is intended 
to be a starting-point far graduate who are 
entering themaze of5,000 courses offered by 
universities and colleges. Since many of 
them will be expected to pay the fall cost of 
their tuition, it is essential that applicants 
are armed with foe knowledge necessary to 
make an informed choice.

iament is another step towards more 
democratic control. Taken together 
these are important moves towards 
making the Community a parliament¬ 
ary democracy. 

Instead of paying lip-service to sup¬ 
porting the creation of a "broader, 
democratic Europe of autonomous 
nations" as Lord Rees-Mogg puts it, 
what is required is an agenda to make 
this happen. Opening up meetings of 
the Council of Ministers when it 
meets as a legislative body — at the 
very least publishing minutes and 
voting records — would enable nat¬ 
ional parliaments to control their 
representatives, which would conse¬ 
quently check the power of their off¬ 
icials. Giving the European Parl¬ 
iament fall legislative powers over 
European law alongside the Council 
would enhance democratic scrutiny. 
Electing the Commission by the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament would ensure demo¬ 
cratic accountability. 

A Community which is more demo¬ 
cratic would also be in a stronger pos¬ 
ition to enlarge and yet remain 
effective in implementing the policies 
which its member states require. 

Nobody wants, as Lord Rees-Mogg 
points out, “a federal Europe under 
bureaucratic control", but a decentral¬ 
ised, democratic Europe — which is 
die kind of federal Europe our Euro¬ 
pean partners seek — needs to be 
supported by a concrete programme 
of reform not hy pious hope alone.

The an¬ 
swer was perceived to be the introduc¬ 
tion of formal quality management 
systems to companies to help them to 
improve their work practices and 
hence their products. This was to be 
achieved by businesses following the 
guidance of BS5750 for foe application 
of systematic management 

Further assurance that this had 
been followed and applied would be 
by an independent third-party assess¬ 
ment of foe management system 
against the requirements of BS5750. 

Today BS5750 is no longer the sole 
monopoly of the British Standards 
Institution — which should take the 
credit for originating it — but is the 


internationally accepted IS09000 se¬ 
ries of standards for a quality 
management system, even in coun¬ 
tries as far away as North America 
and the Pacific Rim. 

The advantage of BS5750 is that it is 
so comprehensive in its expression 
that it can be applied to any process of 
any business. 

Its usefulness is that it focuses the 
attention of foe business on its 
process; not its product, as this is the 
only cost-effective way by which its 
production and service quality stan¬ 
dards can be improved and main¬ 
tained. 

As for Ms Norman’s window clean¬ 
er. clause 4.122 means that, before 
starting, he should ensure he can 
verify his working method and that 
his employees can dean the window 
right first time. 

I agree with Ms Norman, however, 
about the confusion caused by govern¬ 
ment, which, having set a plan for 
qualify improvement in motion, then 
puts itself and others in two minds 
about its effectiveness.

was not Vis that the RAF destroyed 
before the battle. Thanks to Colonel 
Holland's intelligence, it was the 
launching sites.

The new laws, she writes, would 
favour “the owners of private property 
over (my emphasis) dvfl rights". Not 
scr they would help restore to private 
property owners some of their dvQ 
rights, which they have lost over 
recent years — for instance their right 
to enjoy their property free of violent 
and disruptive incursion. 

The notion that there is incompat¬ 
ibility between ownership of private 
property and the exercise of civil 
rights is false. Private property own¬ 
ers have dvfl rights too. 

The right balance may not prove 
easy to strike. That it now requires 
adjustment few who have witnessed 
at first hand what has been happen- 
ing in the countryside will doubt. The 
government's proposals to redress foe 
balance deserve a warm welcome.

Sir, Anyone fortunate enough to have 
beard the Phflharmania.

If there must be a contest let h be on 
an even playing field and before an 
impartial judge and jury, a dear 
majority of whom are musicians of 
the highest international standing. 


Sir, Matthew Parris draws attention 
(article, July 26) to foe case of the 
under-age homosexual and his part¬ 
ner who sought to challenge the law 
making homosexual activity under 
foe age of 21 a criminal offence by 
taking their ’'case" to the European 
Court of Human Rights. 

It was when, on a Radio 4 pro¬ 
gramme to which I was invited, they 
publicly admitted breaking this law 
that I requested foe Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service to investigate. 

I believe the existing law serves to 
protea young men who may be either 
uncertain of their sexual orientation 
or who may be open to acquire homo¬ 
sexual appetites. Until full assessment 
on foe relevance of inherited homo¬ 
sexual predisposition has taken place 
there is good evidence that the be¬ 
haviour is learnt and it should there¬ 
fore be suppressed. 

Secondly, if the European Court 
were to investigate a case in which no 
prosecution had been brought it 
might be agreed that the offence was 
so common that the law had already 
fallen into disrepute. 

A society that lacks foe will to 
control foe sexuality of its young 
people pays more than the price of foe 
spread of sexually transmitted disease 
and under-age pregnancy in hetero¬ 
sexuals. It also lacks the moral justifi¬ 
cation to protea its adolescents from 
homosexuality, which is a risky prac¬ 
tice and, by definition, sterile.

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WILLIAM Bancroft CSark — “fee 
Grand Old Man of the British shoe 
industry"—was the autocratic ruler 
erf Clarks for 33 years. It was he more 
than anyone: who made the famil y 
companypwhar it is today and, even 
after retirement, his word was heed- 
* ed by younger generatiras whenever 
business decisions were being 
By the time Mr Bancroft as he was 
known around the factory, came to 
the hdm. the firth had been running 
smoothly in family hands for three 
generations: but Bancroft had the 
vision to turn what was Bttte more 
than a cottage industry into.oneofthe 
country's leading slue co m p an ies, 
with a particular reputation for 
sensible children’s footwear. 

Bancrofr'was a ffiant of a man in all 
respects, standing well over 6ft taTL 
He Hked to encourage good ideas to 
filter up from the workforce and the 
door ofhis office was never closed to' 
•v " employees, but he was also a stickler - 

■ i\ for detail and ruthless about shoddy 

- h ., j^workmanship. He would wander die, 

• *../;"*$ '•factory floor in white overalls every 

. .. "'h- day, pouncing cai the smallest error, 

. ’ ^3; and ripping up defective shoes with 

■■•v'" his bare hands. 

Hie Clarks are a Quaker-family 
and had lived in the old farmhouse. 
Netherfidd, in the Somerset village 
of Street for generations. During the 
last century, attendance at the 
Friends Meeting House next door to 
the factory was part of company 
culture. Bancroft was no exception. 



He abhorred ostentation and lived a 
conspicuously simple, if comfortable 
life, once refusing no ride in a Rolls 
Boyce because it was “too vulgar*. 
There was just one canteen in the 
. Street factory which management 
ami workers shared, and Bancrofts 
executive offices lacked such baric 
trimmings as a carpet At the first 
sign of disagreement in the board- 
roam, he would follow foe practice 
adopted at Quaker meeting houses 
and call for a period of silence. At the 
end of up to 20 minutes, he would 
announce “Well, we are all agreed", 
and summarise what he took to be 
foe consensus view, usually to the 
satisfaction of everyone present 


But his retirement in 1967 to what 
was known by the family as "geriat¬ 
rics* corridor*, and subsequent ab¬ 
sence from the boardroom, resulted 
in a power vacuum and a series of 
problems over the succession. 

C & J Clark was founded in 1825 
when Qyrus and James Clark began 
selling slippers made from sheepskin 
off-cuts on their fathers farm in 
Street It remained very much a one- 
factory local business until the sec¬ 
ond world war. William Bancroft 
Clark was foe great grandson of foe 
founders, and foe son of Roger Clark 
and Sarah. itee Bancroft, who came 
from an American Quaker family of 
cotton spinners and weavers: Educat¬ 
ed at Sidcot School in Somerset and 
the Quaker school, Bootham’s, in 
York before joining Clarks in 1919, 
Bancroft spent with the exception of 
a spell at King's College Cambridge, 
1921-24. the whole of his working life 
at the factory in Street 
' He was made a director in 1928, 
gradually easing out his brother 
Nathan, and was appointed chair¬ 
man in 1941 During the 1930s 
Bancroft began to recognise three 
crucial factors on which he was to 
build his later business success: the 
importance of quality control; the 
increasingly vital role that advertis¬ 
ing would play in foe shoe market 
ana the marketing advantages which 
would come from providing multi- 
width fittings, particularly in the 
children’s market During the second 
world war the factory produced 
civilian clothing, ingenious wooden 
hinged shoes (to save leather), and 
American army boots for the 
nearby American base. Part of the 
factory manufactured torpedo parts. 


However it was not until after the 
second world war. that Bancroft saw 
fit to start expanding operations. 
With the population boom in the late 
1940s. he predicted that a corres¬ 
ponding “baby boom" would take 
place in foe mid-1960s and with this 
in mind, embarked on an expansion 
spree. The second Clarks factory was 
built in 1946, its third in 194& and 
from then on a new one was added 
every three years, until there were 
- eventually 12 factories in all in the 
southwest of England. Backed by the 
technical expertise and sales drive of 
bis first cousins. Peter Clo thier and 
Tony Clark, shoe sales rocketed from 
one to 17 million pairs a year during 
his period at the helm, an astounding 
rise in what has always been a highly 
competitive, and kwwgrowth market 
But following the retirement of its 
patriarchal chairman in 1967. Clarks 
was thrown into a series of succes¬ 
sion squabbles. Bancroft’s cousin 
Tony, described by colleagues as 
“intensely shy", proved to lack the 
necessary drive, and in 1973, 
Bancroft's son Daniel took over as 
chairman and chief executive- 
like other British shoe firms, 
Clarks began to reel under the 
impact of cheap imports during foe 
1970s. In 1981 Clarks management 
launched an amicable takoever bid 
for K Shoes. By purchasing their 
nearest competitor and one of the few 
brand names left in the British shoe 
industry. Claries hoped to buttress 
foe demand for branded footwear in 
the UK. But the flood of imported 
footwear from South America. Tai¬ 
wan and the Far East continued. 
Even in Europe foe labour rates in a 
country such as Portugal were just 20 


per cent of what Clarks were paying 
their workers in the mid 1980s. 
Clarks responded by opening their 
own factory in Formal, but this was 
nor enough to stop the rot 

Daniel Clark remained as chair¬ 
man until forced to resign in 1986, as 
foe quarrel over the company's 
waning fortunes gathered force. Con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair and increasing¬ 
ly reclusive, there was little that 
Bancroft could achieve in foe way of 
intervention, although he retained 
his influence as a “godfather" figure 
and allowed his feelings regarding 
the management to be felt (at one 
time he reportedly stopped speaking 
to Daniel Clark altogether). He also 
supported his younger son Richard’s 
attempts to prevent foe recent and 
ultimately abortive takeover bid by 
foe property company. Berisford 
Intemationai- 

Bancrofr lived out his re maining 
years in the bosom of his family. He 
enjoyed visiting old churches in 
southern France and the west coun¬ 
try. and displayed an almost photo¬ 
graphic memory when recalling their 
architectural features years later. He 
also took a keen interest in the 
preservation of the local moorlands 
— the Somerset levels. 

He was a serious man, an attentive 
listener and. following his Quaker 
principles, a great respecter erf other 
people. He would always sign off his 
shareholders' tetters with “Yours 
respectfully". 

Bancroft married Catharina 
Fetronefla Clark, daughter of foe 
South African soldier-statesman Jan 
Smuts in 1928. She died in 1968. They 
had seven children, and he is 
survived by six of them. 


GENERAL RENE 


GAVOILLE 


General Rate GavoQfe 
wartime French 
reconnaissance pilot, died 
on Jnly (3 at Rrancltevcite; 
Hautc-Sadnc. aged 81. He 
was born in Adrians, 
Fran che Comte, on July 
24.I9II. 


RENE GAVOILLE escaped 
narrowly in foe aerial tattles 
over eastern France after the 
German invasion of 1940 and 
then undertook risky missions 
over occupied France. His 
reward was to be the first 
French pilot to land in Pro¬ 
vence after the southern Allied 
landings of 1944. 

Although mostly on recon¬ 
naissance missions, be shot 
down two German planes in 
eastern Francs before being 
downed himself over Sedan in 
his Bloch (Dassault) recon¬ 
naissance aircraft in May 
1940. 

GavoiHe used a herd of 
cows to soften his crash land¬ 
ing. He evaded capture and 
later made his way to Algeria 
and Tunis where he joined a 
reconnaissance squadron. 

Another member of foe 
squadrim was the French writ¬ 
er-pilot. Antoine de Saint- 
Exupdry. In 1943 in North 
Africa Saint-Exup&ry was at 
the height of his literary fame 
and he engaged the aid of 
Gavoille, whom he had cited 
in his bode Pilots de Guerre 


(Flight to Arras), in persuad¬ 
ing the Americans to let him 
fly a Lockheed Lightning. 

Saint-Exupery was then 
aged 43, but foe Americans 
had fixed foe maximum age 
for flying at 30. The problem 
was resolved in Saint- 
Exup&ry's favour and he and 
Gavoille became colleagues 
again on missions over 
Europe. 

Saim-Exup6ry was lost over 
the Mediterranean in July 
1944. Previously he and 
Gavoille had reconnoitred Ita¬ 
ly prior to that campaign and 
then flown repeatedly and at 
very low level over the Lan- 
guedoc-Roussillan area to im¬ 
plant in the Germans the 
impression that the southern 
landings would take place 
there. The Germans reduced 
their defences in the Var and 
foe landings, near St Tropez in 
August 1944, went smoothly. 

Promoted after the war to 
general, he was much deco¬ 
rated. notably with the Croix 
de Guerre with eight 
"palmes", and the British 
DFG 

He was guardian of foe 
Saint-Exupdxy archives and 
took a keen interest last year 
when his son, Christian, also a 
pilot, undertook an unsuccess¬ 
ful search in the Bay of Nice 
for Saint-Exup6ry’s plane. 

He is survived by his son 
and a daughter. 


SIR JOHN WILSON

civU service, returning to the 
land of his birth. But he did so 
well in the civfl service en¬ 
trance exams that he changed 
Ms mind and entered White¬ 
hall instead- 

Wilson started as an assis¬ 
tant principal in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture for 
Scotland, moving to the Min¬ 
istry of Supply in 1939, shortly 
before being caught up in tile 
second work! war. 

He was commissioned into, 
the Royal A rtillery and after 
six months training in this, 
country was posted to a field 
regiment in southern India, 
then to Burma with the 25th 
Indian Division. He rose to 
foe rank of major and was 
mentioned in dispatches dur¬ 
ing the war. against foe Japa¬ 
nese beforebemg demobilised 
in 1945:. 

. Wilson then returned to the 
Mirdstiy of Supply, 1 working 
in the minister's private office 
between 1946 and 1950 and 
rising to. the rank of an 
assistant under-secretary four 
years later.-He served'in the 
Cabinet Office throughout the 
1956 Suez crisis and foe srubse- 
quentresignation of the prime 
m iniste r Anthony Eden — 
whom be did not much like. 
Night' after night- he came 
home.as dawn was breaking - 
but never told the closest' 
Members of his family what 
was happening. 

He left- the Cabinet Office 
far Ms first tear at the Minis¬ 
try erfDefence in 1958, moving 
in 1961 to the Ministry 'erf 
Aviationas a deputy secretary. 
He was later to look back on

his four years there as one of 
his happiest periods in White¬ 
hall travelling foe world with 
the minister of the day. At 
home meanwhile, the domi¬ 
nant issue was the choice of a 
third London airport. 

Then in 1965 he returned to 
foe newly enlarged defence 
ministry (combining the old 
War Office, Admiralty and Air 
Ministry) where he was to 
Spend the last ten years of his 
career. As deputy under-secre¬ 
tary (civilian management) 


throughout the six-year reign 
of Denis Healey as Secretary 
of State for Defence, Wilson 
found himself deeply involved 
in the contraction erf the de¬ 
fence infrastructure at home 
and the withdrawal of troops 
from overseas bases east of 
Suez. But he liked and ad¬ 
mired Healey and. still more 
so. his successor as defence 
secretary. Lord Carrington. 

In 1972 he was made the 
MOD’S second permanent 
under-secretary—responsible 


for internal administration as 
opposed to the execution of 
defence polity—and retired in 
1975 on reaching 60. He was 
knighted in the previous year. 

Wilson made himself busy 
in retirement, becoming in¬ 
volved in local and profession¬ 
al organisations. He served at 
various times as a vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Civil Service Retire¬ 
ment Fellowship and deputy 
chairman of die Civil Service 
Appeals Board, as chairman 
of the Crown Housing Associ¬ 
ation and as chairman of the 
Twyford British 

A committed 
he was chairman of the 
Friends of Winchester Cathe¬ 
dral and was among those 
who helped raise £7m for foe 
cathedral's upkeep. While at 
the Ministry, of Defence he 
also took particular interest in 
the maintenance of the Minis¬ 
try's own built-in chapeL 

He was an immensely popu¬ 
lar civil servant, partly 
because of his uncompromis¬ 
ing honesty. Unlike Hum- 
phrey Appleby land some 
others who stride through the 
corridors of power) John Wil¬ 
son never intrigued. He was 
the archetypal upright En¬ 
glishman. But he also had an 
engaging, wry sense erf hum¬ 
our and was unfailingly kind 
to juniors under him. encour¬ 
aging their progress with 
words of praise as opposed to 
criticism. 

He is survived by Ms wife 
Penelope, whom he met when 
as a young officer cadet he was 
in training near her family 
home in Staffordshire, and by 
a son and a daughter.

FRANK Armstrong stumbled 
across the winning formula 
for Ribena while trying to find 
new uses for cheap milk. The 
1930s saw a period of high 
production in the dairy indus¬ 
try and Armstrong, then 
chai rman of a s mall family 
firm in Bristol which made 
lemon cordials, saw the poten¬ 
tial in marketing a broad 
range of fruit-flavoured syr¬ 
ups for use in milk shakes. 

As a by-product of die 
company’s research, he and 
his team developed a sweet 
bladccurrant-flavoured drink 
which could cleverly be mar¬ 
keted as vitamin-enriched and 
“healthy". A local dispensing 
chemist came up with a name 
—condensed from foe la tin for 
blackcurrant. Ribes Nigra — 
carrying overtones trf a doc¬ 
tors prescription. FTOm its 
first appearance in the shops, 
around 1937, Rihena’S Mgh 
vitamin C content set a 
precedent for branded prod¬ 
ucts and, during foe war, the 
government distributed it free 
to babies, young children and 
expectant mothers. 

Frank Dill worth Armstrong 
was educated at Clifton Coll¬ 
ege, Bristol, and served with 
the Royal Flying Corps during 
the first world war. After¬ 
wards he trained as a char¬ 
tered accountant before 
joining his father in foe family 



ing offer by a local business 
consortium — Bristol Indus¬ 
tries — and sold the business, 
while being kept an as chair¬ 
man. One of the first orders 
Armstrong received from his 
new employers was foe unen¬ 
viable task of sacking his own 
father. He responded by nego¬ 
tiating a loan with the bank, 
and buying the company 
back. Under Armstrong’s 
leadership. R W. Carte 1 
went public in foe mid-1930s 
at around the same time as 
Ribena was being developed. 

During the second world 
war the government took over 
the regulation of food manu¬ 


facturing, and Armstrong was 
put in charge of foe western 
region of the drink industry's 
wartime association. After¬ 
wards, foe success of Ribena 
necessitated foe building of a 
new factory in foe Forest at 
Dean and. in 1955, foe busi¬ 
ness was sold to foe Beecham 
Group. Armstrong sat on 
Beech am "s board until his 
retirement in 1960 and chaired 
foe drinks division of their 
operations, which included 
Corona, Lucozade and PU. 
He also held non-executive 
directorships with Jack 
Britton's Tuf shoes and the 
pork-sausage manufacturers, 
Bowyers of Trowbridge. 

Armst ro ng was a man of 
strong moral beliefs with an 
acerbic sense of humour. Hav¬ 
ing made a success of Ms own 
life he believed in putting 
something back into the com¬ 
munity and established a 
charitable trust which has 
supported a range erf local 
charities for thirty years. He 
was president of the Bristol 
Rotary Club and, latterly, an 
honorary member of both 
Dursley and Thombury 
Chibs. He also enjoyed hunt¬ 
ing —he was a member of the 
Berkeley — and played for 
West Gloucester Polo Club. 

In 1944 Armstrong was 
made a Justice of the Peace, 
and served as chairman of foe 
bench at Thombury. He 
maintained strong links with 
Ms old school. Clifton College, 
of wMch he was a governor. 

Frank Armstrong is sur¬ 
vived by his second wife 
Margaret and his two sons of 
a previous marriage. 
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THE ROYAL AIR FORCE BENEVOLENT HIND 


GENERAL ROSCOE ROBINSON 


Roscoe Robinson Jr. foe first black 
soldier to rise to the rank of four-star 
general in foe United States Army, 
died of leukaemia in Washington on 
July 22 aged 64. He was born in St 
Louis, Missouri on October II, 1928. 


AS ONE of the first black cadets to 
graduate from West Point after President 
Harry Truman ordered foe racial integra¬ 
tion of foe American armed forces. Roscoe 
Robinson chose a good moment to join the 
US Army. He may have had his doubts at 
the time; soon after leaving foe Academy 
with foe rank of second lieutenant in 1951. 
with a degree in engineering, he found 
himself commanding a small combat unit 
in Korea. 

The experience did his career no harm 
and he rose rapidly in rank, collecting a 
master's degree in international relations 
at the University of Pittsburgh along the 
way. With the advent of the Vietnam war 


Robinson returned to combat duty, this 
time as a battalion commander. His 
decorations included the Distinguished 
Service Medal Silver Star with Oak Leaf 
Ouster. Distinguished Flying Cross and 
Bronze Star MedaL 

Taken out of foe from line in Vietnam. 
Robinson became deputy chief of staff far 
logistics in that conflict. After passing 
through the National War College, he 
later served as commanding general of 
foe 82nd Airborne Division, commanding 
general of foe US Army garrison in 
Okinawa, and of the DC Corps of the US 
Army in Japan. 

In 1982 Robinson became the first blade 
man to attain the rank of four-star general 
when he was assigned to be foe US 
representative to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation’s military commit¬ 
tee. He retired from the Army in 198S and 
is survived by his wife a son and a 
daughter.

Confectionery manufactured in Rus¬ 
sia is being sold in this country at prices 
which must be greatly below the cost of 
making, packing, and transport. The 
extern of the sales is not known, but foe 
sweets appear to be retailed chiefly in 
the poorer districts and at shops which 
deal in “cut price" goods.

All foe sweets were papa - 
wrapped One variety named “Karamel 
Lilipul" was labelled in German 
“Smis-Kondnorei des Kstschetrert, 
Odessa," together with an in scrip t i on in 
Russian characters giving the original 
name of the manufacturers in the 
Ukrainian (Small Russian} tongue. The

words. "Made in Russia" were printed 
in smaller fetters. Another type was 
labelled “Konfekr Sdimetieriing." The 
various kinds were sugar-covered and 
and had centres of plain chocolate fruit, 
or chocolate mixed with hazel nuts. It is 
stated that foe sweets are being offered 
at as little as Sd. a pound. 

The Manufacturing Confectioners' 
Alliance is aware of the importations 
and is inquiring into the extent and 
character of this new farm of foreign 
competition. Messrs. James Pasta n. 


Limited, of Blackfriars-road and Mitch¬ 
am, say that Russian sweets are being 
sold in considerable quantities. This 
firm claim to be the originators erf the 
wrapped bon-bon and they are therefore 
particularly concerned by the distribu¬ 
tion of an imitative product at a price 
with which the English manufacturers 
could not compete. 

The curious feature of this unwanted 
dumping is that according to private 
information which reaches London 
sugar for Soviet citizens is at the 
moment practically unavailable. In a 
letter received this month it was stated 
that no sugar was to be obtained in foe 
Government shops and for a kilogram 
secured privately with much difficulty 
the price ^was apprarimatdy equal to4s. 
a pound in English money. Hie sugges¬ 
tion is made that the introduction ofthe 
sweets into England is a form of 
propaganda intended to convince work- 
mg-class purchasers that as Russia can 
export surplus supplies there cannot be 
a scarcity of sugar and other commod¬ 
ities in foe U.S.S.R.

-4o Gloucestershire County CounqL 
is up by almost 20 per cent That 
means an extra lorry passes some 
homes every five minutes. 

Ask one of Gloucestershire's 
traffic managers what toe effects on 
toe county's mino r roads would be 
if there were tolls on toe M4 and 
M5 and toe response is immediate:

W hat happens, then, to a 
mother on the daily 
school run who has to 
use that piece of A- 
road?

These are issues far the enquiry 
into road charging to explore.

TOLLS could raise £700 million a 
year, all pledged to pay for new 
roads and improvements to the 
existing network.

Belgium, current holders of the EC 
presidency, pushed hard to secure a 
consensus among the 12 member states 
behind M de Larostere, and felt confident 
enough late on Wednesday ihat it had 
succeeded. Guy Noppen, Belgium’s EBRD 
director, even went public with a statement 
that the EC “had reached a consensus”. But

yesterday that there had dearly been 
"some confusion" in Brussels. 'Hie an¬

GM cruises into black 


but cars stay in reverse

GENERAL Motors, which re¬ 
corded the world's biggest 
corporate loss last year, has 
bounced sharply into the 
black. Profits at America's 
largest carmaker were $1.4 
billion, against a $21.7 billion 
loss last year, on sales and 
revenues up 6 per cent to $71.6 
billion for the first half of 1993. 

But the turnround was due 
largely to strong perfor¬ 
mances from the group's fi¬ 
nance and electronics data 
businesses. GM is still losing 
money making cars in North 
America, which accounts for 
two thirds of its products, 
while net carmaking losses 
will continue throughout the 
rest of the year. 

Richard Wagoner, GM's fi¬ 
nance director, said the com¬ 
pany was in a good position to 
make a profit before taxes and 


interest charges, but h was 
likely to remain in the red at 
the bottom line. 

To make a North American 
operating profit. GM would 
have to turnround losses some 
estimate at $8 billion a year. 
GM is still losing market 
share in America, and John 
Smith, GM's chief executive 
and president, says the com¬ 
pany faces uncertainties. 

Mr Smith once ran GM's 
successful European opera¬ 
tions and was voted in at the 
top of the group last Novem¬ 
ber after one of biggest board¬ 
room coups to American 
corporate history ousted his 
predecessor. Robert Stempel. 

Mr Smith says union nego¬ 
tiations are uncertain and 
analysts say talks on these will 
be tough this year. In the first 
half of this year, GM 


carmaking units have cut 
34,000jobs, but its worldwide 
payroll costs have barely 
changed at $15 billion. 

Mr Smith says the company 
also faces unfavourable Euro¬ 
pean economic conditions and 
an America recovery that still 
appears fragile. GM does not 
detail the performance of its 
UK Vauxhall operations, 
which have shown consistent 
profits. But it says Europe as a 
whole has stayed in the black 
despite weak conditions. 

Its international car busi¬ 
ness. which accounts for about 
a third of sales and includes 
Europe and Latin America, 
posted a profits gain of almost 
30 per cent to $248 million for 
April, May and June. But in 
the first six months, net profits 
from these regions fell by just 
under a third to $532 million 


mi an 8 per cent rise in sales. 

North American carmaking 
lost $95.4 million in the second 
quarter, compared with a toss 
of $761 million for die same 
period a year earlier, on total 
sales up slightly at $3225 
billion. In the six months, 
losses came down to $289 
million from $20.9 billion. The 
1992 losses were inflated by a 
number of one-off charges. 

It lost $68 for each car it sold 
in North America in the 
second quarter, against a loss 
of $103 in the first half. 
Offsetting these were good 
performances from GMAC, 
the group's finance arm, 
GMHE, its electronics group, 
and EDS. die computer data 
systems concern that together 
made net income of $1.32 
billion, against a $650 million 
loss last time. 


Carmaker denies trying to ruin VW

Reinhard 
Gdhner. a senior official in 
the German economics minis¬ 
try. urged senior managers to 
“de-militarise’’ their vocabu¬ 
lary and asked Lower Saxony. 
VWs home state, to sell its 
almost 20 per cent holding. 


The espionage allegations 
concern a foam of former GM 
employees, led by the cost- 
cutting Spaniard. Jos£ 
Ignacio Ldpez de Arriortua, 
now head of production and 
purchasing at VW. After 
months on the defensive over 
the L6pez affair, VW this 
week switched to a war- 
footing and declared its inten¬ 
tion to stand squarely behind 
Senor Lopez.

At the moment, there are 
four self-regulatory organ¬ 
isations, each with a different 
complaints handling proce¬ 
dure. These organisations are 
set to be merged into the 
Personal Investment Author¬ 
ity, which is expected to regu¬ 
late aU investment business 
done with private investors. 

Under Lord Adorer's pro¬ 
posals. every member of die 
authority would be obliged to 
provide a ^iveU-puWidsed and 
easy to follow, quick and 
effective in-house complaints 
procedure” 

Companies not able to settle 
complaints within six weeks 
should be made to tell the 
authority, which will monitor 
the effectiveness of in-house 
schemes. Complaints made 
directly to the authority, on 
behalf of one of its members, 
should be sent on immediately 
to the company concerned or 
another relevant authority, if 
the company is not a member. 

The authority should set up 
its own ombudsman scheme, 
rather than using the existing 
insurance ombudsman 
sdheme on ah agency basis, as 
has been suggested- Member¬ 
ship of this scheme should be 
compulsory. 

The ombudsman would re¬ 
ceive files from the Personal 
Investment Authority on all 
cases that cannot be resolved 
in-house by the company.

LWT share deal could create

THE multi-million pound 
cash windfall for managers at 
London Weekend Television 
will be payable from the end of 
August, it was revealed 
yesterday.

New timing of j obless 
figures boosts cabinet

THE government is to change 
the timing and method of its 
release of key economic data 
on unemployment The move 
will give ministers a greater 
opportunity to present a 
favourable impression of Brit¬ 
ain’s jobs performance. 

Traditionally, figures on un¬ 
employment are released ev¬ 
ery month at 1130 on a 
Thursday morning around 
the middle of the month. The 
tinting of the figures allows 
the cabinet to be aware of the 
often politically sensitive cur¬ 
rent as it holds its regular 
weekly meeting. 

But toe late-morning an¬ 
nouncement of the figures has 
the disadvantage of building 
up very rapidly a head of 
political steam between their 
release and prime minister’s 
questions in the Commons a 
few hours later, and of reduc¬ 
ing the time that David Hunt, 
toe employment secretary, has 
available to put over the 


government's interpretation of 
the figures because of his 
attendance at cabinet. 

Probably from September 
. onwards, though, foe govern¬ 
ment is to change toat by 
releasing its unemployineni 
data a day earlier, and at an 
earlier rime- — py rxyip H to be 
930am. The changed day will 
give ministers a greater oppor¬ 
tunity to present the govern¬ 
ment's case and remove the 
figures from the immediacy of 
question time in the House. 

The changed time will also 
mean that the market-sensi¬ 
tive figures will be released 
ahead of the bufle of trading in 
the financial markets.

Arguments for 
energy portfolio 


From Professor Ian Fells 
Sir, Your headline “Clash 
between nuclear arid gas: a 
struggle for pcrwer“ (July 27) 
ilhistiates perfectly the absur¬ 
dity of an energy policy which 
is dictated by the whims of the 
marketplace. 

Gas is presently cheap and 
plentiful and gas-fired power 
stations can be up and run¬ 
ning from a greenfield site 
within four years, so let us not 
build any more nuclear power 
stations and dose down the 
ones we have as they come to 


the end of their useful life, 
despite the fact that they 
provide 23 per cent of our 
electricity demand While we 
. are about it, let us dose down 
a large slice of our coal-fired 
generation and ahandon two 
thirds of our remaining pits, 
privatising the remainder if 
anyone w2l buy them. 

But wait a minute. If we go 
at our gas supplies hammer 
and tongs, wont the supplies 
dwindle and the price rise so 
that in the next decade our 
eiedridty will be expensive? 

No problem, we will buy 
gas from Russia. Norway and 
even Iran. At a stable price? 
Perhaps. But what of our 


international obligations to 
curb greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions; isnt nuclear power 
particularly satisfactory as it 
produces no carbon dioxide 
and doesn't the rest of Europe 
produce over 30 per cent of its 
electricity from nuclear pow¬ 
er? We even buy cheap nudear 
power from Europe, cheaper 
than gas-fired electricity. 

They have just done their 
sums wrong,- if you take a 
short view with high discount 
rates and fast return of capital 
you will soon see nudear is 


really expensive.But aren’t the 
Japanese budding more and 
more nudear plant; indeed 
Taiwan, Thailand, S. Korea 
and the rest of the Pacific Rim 
are all building nudear de¬ 
spite bong able to buy gas? 
And thdr economies are grow¬ 
ing at over ten per cent per 
annum. 

The Japanese are not known 
for getting their sums wrong. 
Do they know something we 
don’t know? Are they planning 
for the next 20 years or so and 
ensuring an ample supply of 


reasonably priced electricity 
while protecting the 
environment? 

Surely in the UK we should 
be developing a portfolio of 
energy supply (as in finance), 
developing a “no regrets" poli¬ 
cy as far as the environment is 
concerned, and not foolishly 
setting one fuel against 
another, with todays costs the 
only criteria for choice.

Price to pay for a dean energy environment

Sir, Your comparison of nu¬ 
dear power and gas-fined 
power costs hardly addresses 
the environmental issue at all, 
and is less than generous to 
nudear power. Published per¬ 
formance data for midear 
power plants round the world 
show that annual avaflabflfry 
for foe best perforating 1,000- 
1,200 megawatt FWR nations 
is between 85 and 95 per oait, 
depending on the frequency 
and duration of refuelling and 
maint enance outages. 

This means that for at least 
7.450 hours a year, the plant is 
able to supply its full output of 
electricity if called upon to do 
sa The 68 per cent postulated 

for SizewdlB suggests that the 

pfam wd be in this condition 
for only 5.960 hours a year 
and will therefore, be unable 
to generate for a further two 
months of the year. 

When we consider emis¬ 
sions, we have zero carbon 
dioxide, zero nitrogen and 
sulphur oxides for toe nudear 

plant Combined cycles cannot 
achieve this, although their

Teleworking is still 
a commuter’s dream 


O n packed commuter 
trains throughout 
Britain this morn¬ 
ing thousands of 
weary travellers will dream 
about teleworking. The idea of 
a high-tech cottage in the 
country, where you can get on 
with the job at your own time 
without die trouble or expense 
of British Rail and the big dty. 
looks highly tempting. 

A relatively inexpensive 
modem personal computer 
with a high-speed fax modem 
can allow a teleworker to 
access company networks, 
communicate with offices 
around the world, and work 
when he or she pleases. 

In fact, true teleworking is 
rare and limited to the few 
industries that can usefully 
adapr to it with ease. 

Many more people do now 
work from home or are self- 
employed in their own small 
businesses. However, this is

simply part of a continuing 
employment trend which has 
been hastened by the reces¬ 
sion. Hordes of middle and 
top-ranking executives have 
travelled into their dty offices 
to find a black bin-liner await¬ 
ing them, one frequently 
stuffed with cash. 

With this new-found capital 
to take care of any immediate 
needs, a career as a self- 
employed consultant is. at 
least, an active alternative to 
months of job-searching. 

A personal computer and a 
fax in the spare bedroom 
become natural purchases for 
a home-based consultant, who 
will often find the more mea¬ 
gre rewards of setf-employ- 


merit are. in part, compensat¬ 
ed for by no longer having the 
expense of commuting. 

However, there are precious 
few signs that there is a 
conscious strategy by business 
to disperse staff outside offices 
using new technology. 

One alternative to either 
working at home or commut¬ 
ing ro an office, is the 
telecottage. These are com¬ 
mercial premises, springing 
up around Britain, which have 
a wide range of computer 
facilities and training for hire. 
Local people can use these to 
telework. 

One of the newest is in a 
spectacular converted bam 
near Ashford, Kent. The 


Evegate Bam is just south of 
. Larkin country, set in undulat¬ 
ing farmland within easy 
reach of the M20, a mainline 
station or the Channel ports. 

The bam complex consists 
of the telecottage, small shops, 
a restaurant, a beautician and 
a garden nursery. It is an 
idyllic location, but is it really 
a telecottage? 

Michael Courage, a former 
intelligence corps major, set 
up Compass Training, the 
company behind the office, 
and has built up a busy 
business support operation of¬ 
fering training, mailshot man¬ 
agement. word processing, 
translation, and a photocopy¬ 
ing and fax bureau service,as 
well as the ability to buy time 
cm PCs equipped with all the 
latest software. 

But he readily admits that it 
is the business support side of 
the company which pays the 
bills. True tetecottagmg, a 



subject that has'interested him 
for many years, remains 

somewhat elusive. 

“It hasn’t caught on with the 
big companies in the south¬ 


east. I don’t kDOW why. I think 
marry British managers want 
to see staff sitting at a desk in 
front of them. If we can get 
over that management block.

“All of the experience I have 
had is that local business 
bureaux do not tend to he as 
successful as the people who 
started them hoped they 
would be," he says.

One advantage of 
working from home is that 
you can often set the hours 
yourself. Thecostof a PC is not 
so prohibitive as to prevent 
someone doing so. whether it 
is paid for by the individual or 
the company." 

One of the barriers holding 
bade more companies from 
allowing people to work at. 
home is the technology itself,. 
Mr Kitt says. 

"I think we will see funda¬ 
mental shifts in the way people 
work oyer the next ten to 15 
years, butihe real problem at 
the moment is- in meeting 
people. Many workers need to 
have co n versations . within 
their working group and that 
is difficult with existing tech¬ 


nology. 

“Vida 


Ideo amferendtig is avaS- 
abfe but it is extremely expen¬ 


sive. Until there are cheaper 
ways of holding proper meet¬ 
ings over remote locations, 
teleworking will be restricted 
to technical people, people 
who spend the majority of 
their time writingreports and 
doing analyses. 

“We also need to see a lot 
more progress, towards the 
real paperless office. It is 
difficult to see how anyone in 
insurance or banking could 
work frean home at tire mo¬ 
ment — they would not have 
access to the letters and paper 
reports they need.” 

But Mr Kitt believes that 
significant advances in tele¬ 
working technology are not far 
away and rites Lotus Notes 
groupware program as ah 
important product in this field. 

Perhaps one of the most 
difficult issues, in British 
teleworking, however, is the 
way it is seen by those who 
want to join the movement hi 
America, teleworking is large¬ 
ly an issue df employment 
flexibility. 

Local councils encourage it 
to cut .rush-hour traffic, but 
many , teleworkers only stay at 
home for a few days of the 
week. For the rest of the time 
they work from (he office. 

For die British rush-hour 
daydreamer, teleworking is all 
too often , an individual elec¬ 
tronic timber-framed retreat 
in the countryside where he or 
she can drop out of the rat 
race. Until teleworking also 
means continued teamwork, it 
is unlikely to bold much 
appeal for companies and 
workers who might otherwise 
be able to enjoy its benefits.

Electronic mail is surging 
into offices, and turning 
simple desktop computers 
into a hyper-fast conduit for 
still more conun uni cations 
from the outside world. 

“Within two years, use of 
electronic mail wOl be more 
ubiquitous than the paper 
fox,” says Peter Da we. direc¬ 
tor of networking company 
Unipahn. 

Even the president of the 
United States now has an 
electronic mailbox which re¬ 
ceives nearly 2.000 messages 
a day. But perhaps Bill 
Clinton may end up regret¬ 
ting his derision to go online 
to the voters, as in his 
position he b sure to find 
himself suffering more than 
most from the curse of toe 
switched-on nineties execu¬ 
tive —junk electronic man 
If toe computer on your 
desk has a link to the outride 
world then there are more 
than 30 million people 
round the world who you 
can reach on other 
networked computers. 

But as the pioneers in the 
field have discovered, if you 
can reach minions of other 
people, they can reach you 
just as easily. 

Julian Onions, of Nexor, 
helped develop toe stan¬ 
dards which make global 
communications possible 
and suffered the conse¬ 
quences. “I don’t really get 
junk mail but 1 do get 
information overload,” he 
says. “I get 200 messages 
each day and some people

get more.” Even novices can 
find themselves swamped If 
they leave the office for a 
week. 

And novices’ mistakes can 
add to the flood. Suppose 
you saw a car in the office 
car park with its lights on. 
You don’t know whose car it 
is. but It only takes a simple 
wimmand to send a memo to 
“everyone". 

Unfortunately, “everyone" 
may indudes the managing 
director, and others in build¬ 
ings 60 miles away. With 
one command, you have put 
a message in a thousand 
electronic irMrays. 

Or suppose you send a 
report to a dozen people 
working on a project with 
you. You specify names, and 
the document is sent directly 


to the people who need it 

Unfortunately, it contains 
diagrams, which can take 
thousands of tones longer to 
send than text Congratula¬ 
tions: you have just over¬ 
loaded your office network. 

The first line of defence is 
the boundary between an 
office local area network 
and the outside world. Al¬ 
ready American corpora¬ 
tions are starting to treat this 

as a “firewall" and set filters 
to trap unwanted messages, 
such as circulars from 

headhunters. 

But besides tbe junk, gen¬ 
uine mail may cause prob¬ 
lems. New users find it a 
struggle to express them¬ 
selves in a medium where 
terse text can be sent instant- 

fy- 

“An electronic mailed ‘no 1 
is a definite no argument 
whereas on the phone it is 
possible to refine It with 
hesitation, or tone of voice.” 
Mr Dawesays. 

Misunderstandings 
result in angry, abusive mes¬ 
sages, referred to as 
“flames”. Experienced users 
avoid tire danger by follow¬ 
ing rules of electronic polite¬ 
ness. called "netiquette”. For 
example, the characters 
make a smiling face—albeit 
mi its ride — and show the 
sender is not serious. 

But in the end. electronic 
mail has one fundamental 
feature which will prevent 
widespread abuse. Every 
single electronic mail mess¬ 
age is traceable, right back 
to its sender's address. If 
your PC gets nuisance calls, 
at least you know against 
whom to take action against

Music to the ears 
of eavesdroppers 


P ublicity over toe so- 
called “Squidgygate” 
tapes involving foe Prin¬ 
cess of Wal« emphasised how 
vulnerable mobile telephone 
calls can be to eavesdropping. 

But the hit-and-nxiss method 
of using ordinary call-scan¬ 
ners is being superseded by 
equipment that can let people 
target the calls they want to- 
listen in on with much more 
accuracy. 

Using a scanner may be the 
cheapest way to listen in to 
fpihiiar phone conversations, 
but it is also the crudest and 
most difficult Scanners are 
readily available — anyone 
can walk into a radio enthus¬ 
iast's shop and buy one. 

They are available in just 
about every high street and 
Tandy, for example, not only 
stocks them, but 
even sells a book 
describing what 
you can do with 
than. 

But when you 
scan foe air¬ 
waves. there is 
no way of know¬ 
ing whether you 
will hear one side 
of a conversation 
or both. 

There, is no 
way of identify¬ 
ing who you are 
listening to, un¬ 
less this is re¬ 
vealed hi foe 

conversation. In 
recent months, 
however, a more 
sophisticated lis¬ 
tening device has become 
available which combines a 
rrihilar telephone with a per¬ 
sonal computer and software. 

Any normal cellular hand¬ 
set will do. and the PC needs 
onfy tote a 38Wra*d laptop- 

The key to the new method 

is that it listens in to the 
cellular network system and 
not to the customer's mobile 
telephones. It does not have to 
trawl around the frequencies 
to find a call. Instead, it tunes 
in to the nearest cellular 
system aerial r- ** 

per cell — and waifs for toe 
system to broadcast instruc¬ 
tions. 

When a signal goes out to 
instruct a customers phone to 
ring, the listening device picks

foe signal up on its handset 
and teds it to the computer, 
where foe software decodes it 
The advantages of listening 
in to the ceullar system this 
way are that by decodin g the 
system information, toe listen¬ 
er knows every user who is 
logged on in that area, by 
number, and knows which 
ones are in use at any time. 

Its one weakness is that, 
unlike a scanner, it wfil not let 
you pick up on a conversation 
half-way through, which a 
scanner will normally do in its 
hit-and-miss way. 

There are several strategies 
listeners can adopt with the 
computer-based device. If they 
know the number of someone 
in the area* they can program 
it into the computer, which 
will pick up all calls to or from 
that number. Al¬ 
ternatively, if the 
Listener knows 
there is a target 
conversation in 
the area but does 
not know the 
number of the 
caller, he can set 
the computer- 
based device on 
standby and it 
will alert him ev¬ 
ery time a sub¬ 
scriber goes to 
use the phone. 

As soon as the 
call begins, the 
computer re¬ 
cords foe num¬ 
ber. so that if the 
target is identi¬ 
fied by his voice 
or what he says, his or her 
number is automatically 
known. Once foe target call¬ 
er's number is known, it is 
easy to discover every tele-

The only way to prevent 
yourself being the target of an 
eavesdropper with recording 
equipment, is to make sure 
vou say nothing over a mobile 
phone you would not want 
others to hear.

I n a year of constant achieve¬ 
ment, lastweekwas a particu- ■ 
larly significant one for the 
band hailed as the saviour of 
the British record industry.

impressive first innings, that . 
brought that charKopping album 
and Top 20 singles with “Metal 
Mickey* and “Animal Nitrate”. 

Those who have made an invest¬ 
ment in Suede’s success would he ' 
expected to defend them, and few 
have benefited from it more than 
the weekly music press. But Steve 
Sutherland, the editor . of New ' 
Musical Express, argues a strong . 
<ase for the celebration of “the best 
new band in Britain". He readily 
admits that the paper has profited 


from their bankab ility- "Without 
doubt they’re one of our biggest 
bands. There are always six to ten 
acts that, if yon put than cm the 
cover, you wm seli more, and Suede 
are one of them. *n» Christmas 
issue, with Brett (Anderson. 
Suede's camera-friendly frontman] 
as Sid Vicious, was tire biggest- 
seffing NME in Bving memory." 

But Sutherland feels , the band 
have bees victims of die innate 
cynicism of the British music- 
industry. “I’m a bit fed up with the 
British media and the way they’ve

treated Suede." he says, “irs indica¬ 
tive of the state the industry has got 
itself into; it's so short-sighted and 
small-minded that I don’t think 
British people believe that being a 
pop or a rock act is a viable career 
move any more. There's such a 
penchant for signing short-term 
acts to quick deals, and the media 
seems to have got into die mindset 
where the whole second round of 
Suede press could be summed up 
as: ‘Aretheyfrype. are theyworth it, 
how long before they fall flat on 
their feces?" What it instead, they 
started saying, 'What a great 
group, capable of making five or six 
great albums’?" 

Charlie Chariton, Suede’S man¬ 
ager, has been waiting for a critical 
backlash since the band’s self-titled 
debut album hit the chart at No 1 in 
April, with first-week sales of 
100,00a “I’m a music fen. I’ve 
bought the music papers since I 
was tiny, and the backlash is. an 
accepted part of journalism, but it

Osman acknowledges tile invalu- 
. able help of the music press in

- drink ofus as an ideas band’with a 
manifesto, and thars not some¬ 
thing were interested in. For us irs 
about malting records. 

“Ihe root of the pop experience is 
. that .someone hears your record, 
knows nothing about you, and 
buys ft. Unlike fine art music sells 
relatively cheaply and, if people 
want it, they buy it The biggest 
tribute to us is that 200,000 people 
liked our album enough to t«y it” 

• International sales of Suede are 
now estimated at half a ntiffion. 

“We spent so long in the musical 
wilderness as a funny little thirri- 
on-the-bfli unfashionable band," 
Osman says. “We had time to make 
our mistakes in front of five people. 

Bands traditionally get picked up 
so quickly, especially in this coun¬ 
try, they’re forced to make their 
mistakes in front of 10.000 people." 

Sutherland believes Suede have 
already madp an indelible cultural 
contribution and are in no danger 
of becoming one-album wonders. 
“They’re not going to bum out 
they're not drug casualties, they’re 
not stupid and they're not spring 
chickens," he says. “I think their 
influence will not be musical. ifU be 
that they made us learn to anbrace 
S UCCE S S again. " 

' Osman, however, shows an ad¬ 
mirable sense of perspective with 
regard to Suede singlehandedly 
saving the domestic music industry 
from wrack and rum. “This whole 
*pop is dead* tiling is cyclical.” be 
says, “it happens every so often

“I can’t 
see the point of a bode about a band 
that has had (me album," he says. 

Charlton, who could not be 


further from the avaricious Colonel 
Parker managerial image, concurs: 
“Irs much too early. Were only 
been in the public eye a year. I don’t 
think it’s a good bode but. having 
said that, 1 bought dodgy U2 books 
when I was 15. and 1 didn’t think 
any less of the band."

G iven its connotations 
of nioeness. “win¬ 
some" is an adjective 
that has accumulated some 
dust during the past ten 
brusque and brutal years.

Thanks in 
pan to dever production, 
Natasha Jones and Sharon

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Europe’s 
big fish 
flounder 
in small 
ponds

IN Kims of water space, the 
Ponds Forge swimming com¬ 
plex in Sheffield is the smallest 
vaiue for a European champi¬ 
onships sines the early I95Qs, 
yet it is hosting the largest 
event. 

The dilemma is dean how 
do you get more than 1,000 
competitors from 36 nations in 
one 10-lane Olympic pool, a 
diving pond and a small 
overflow -Wane 25-metre pool 
The answer you do not 

Many foreign teams arrive 
in Sheffield today for the 
opening ceremony of die 21st 
championships, having been 
advised to stay away until the 
last moment given the short¬ 
age of training space at the 
complex built at a total cost of 
more than £ 50 million, for the 
World Student Games. Shef¬ 
field was awarded the champi¬ 
onships in preference to a 
seven-pool complex in the 
former Yugoslavia. 

Teams are scattered around 
Britain, with former Soviet 
bloc nations, among others, 
struggling for training times 
at venues such as Crystal 
Palace, London, while others 
have had to settle for much 
smaller college and local au¬ 
thority pools. 

Some squads have even 
been paying normal admis¬ 
sion fees to pools and resorting 
to that age-old trick of compet¬ 
itive swimmers having to com¬ 
pete for space with the public 
line up your big guns, get 
them to bash out a few 
butterfly sprints and watch the 
punters run for cover in the 
changing rooms. 

The Dutch team was more 
organised and booked two 
weeks of practice ar the Royal 
Commonwealth Pool in Edin¬ 
burgh, which was built in 1970 
but ironically, has about as 
much water space as Ponds 
Forge. 

Other teams, and individ¬ 
uals such as Raimundas 
Majuoiis, of Lithuania, who is 
the fastest man at 50 metres 
freestyle (long-course) in the 
world this year, are staying 
away from Britain, whose 
Olympic pools can be counted 
on two hands, until die eve of 
the competition. Diving, wat¬ 
er-polo and synchronised 
swimming start today, while 
the swimming events are 
scheduled to start on Tuesday. 

The organisers, the Euro¬ 
pean Swimming League, have 
acknowledged the problem, 
but said it is “workable", 
adding "it has to be" They 
stressed that training and 
transport had also been ar¬ 
ranged for teams at other 
pools in the Sheffield area as 
well as the Olympic pools at 
Leeds and Stockport.

Cast adrift in skies above Hampshire 


A t first sight, it looked 
like an exceptionally 
successful Liberal elec¬ 
tion meeting: more than 200 
well-behaved people in a 
lary hall priming attentively 
to a commonplace speaker. 
On doser examination, the 
audience was a bit young and 
masculine for a political as¬ 
semblage and on the plat¬ 
form, instead of pictures of 
our Paddy, was an aerial map 
of Basingstoke — looking no 
prettier than it does from the 
ground. 

The word “task" was heavi¬ 
ly in the air. followed by place 
names: Fovant, Salisbury, 
Wyiye. Cricklade. and our 
guide explained that task 
means route.

We had been invited to 
attend a day at the champion¬ 
ships and be taken up by an 
instructor in order to get the 
fed of gliding. As ever uncer¬ 
tain about how to dress, we 
derided on dark trousers, a 
silk shirt (weight is important 
and we already weigh nearly 
100kg, which is over 15 stone

in old money) and a blazer. 
Jeans, jersey and a document 
case would have made us 
indistinguishable from 
contestants. 

GEC Marconi are the spon¬ 
sors — provide hospftality, 
donate prizes, fly their flag 
above the marquee at Lasham 
Gliding Society HQ, where it 
takes place. We had not 
previously glid. admired the 
assembled ranks of sleek six- 
metre sail-craft with wing 
spans of 15 metres and a 
width not many indies great¬ 
er than ours. 

Gliders come complete with 


trailers — long white coffins 
on wheels that look as if they 
might bouse a beached whale 
or huge Cumberland sau¬ 
sage; they cost upwards of 
£20,000 and have dials that 
show airspeed, altitude, di¬ 
rection. speed and degree of 
Himh and descent; also a 
switch marked Boom. Mk. 
Soc, which could mean any¬ 
thing, but dearly contributes 
to the high cost of purchase. 

Now you would suppose 
that if one managed to get the 
thing into the air — by 
catapult or tow-rope behind a 
small aircraft—one would sit 
back and be immensely 
chuffed, until one came down 
again; especially chuffed if 
one came down in one piece. 
Not a bit of it they race. The 
championship involves 50 
gliders that are projected into 
the air, hover above the 
starting line, then set out on 
their “tasks" which is a trian¬ 
gular 100-rmk trip on each of 
nine days, weather permit¬ 
ting. Pilots' times are verified 
by aerial photographs of start 
target areas and finishing 
lines — taken and developed 
by the aviators — the winner

being a mixture of the Red 
Baron and Karsh of Ottawa. 

As tiie contestants dis¬ 
persed to have coffee, exam¬ 
ine maps and consult 
meteorological gurus, we re¬ 
ceived advice on the mechan¬ 
ics of gliding: thermal gusts of 
air provide lift; gliders are 
steadily flying in a downhill 
attitude, even as thermals 
raise their height 

The Instructor said we 
would soon pick it up, and 
strapped us into the front seat 
using hardy-looking straps 
with heavyduty buckles to 
secure shoulders, waist and 


both legs. A lever protruded 
from between our legs; the 
instructor took up.his position 
in the back, a tow-rope was 
attached to the lower front of 
the glider and as a light plane 
in front us moved off we 
followed—at speed—achiev¬ 
ing an altitude of 30 feet by 
the time the plane left the 
ground. 

AU went weQ until we 
reached 2,000ft when there 
was a sharp noise, a yellow 
lever sprang from its bousing 
and we realised that our time 
had come, thought about all 
those years, some of winch 
had been good.

Before Mr Justice Oram 
pudgmeni July 28] 

The Law." Society did OCX owe a duty 
of care magnpiamanis at common 
law or under statute when exercis¬ 
ing its investigative or disciplinary 
powers in respea of its members. 

Mr Justice Qtton so held in tbe 
Queen's Bench Division in giving 
a reserved judgment dismissing an 
action tty the plaintiff. Miss Peggy 
Wood, claiming damages against 
ihe defendants, the Law Society, 
for negligence: breach of svmiuxy 
duty, misfeasance in public office 
and conspiracy to injure arising 
out of letters of complaints to the 
defendants dated between Feb¬ 
ruary 6. 1979 and June 20. 1983 
concerning the conduct of a Sim of 
solid tors. Hubbard & Co. Chich¬ 
ester. 

In 1973 die plaintiff consulted 
Mrs Sylvia Hubbard of Hubbard 
& Co to arrange a mortgage for 
her. Mrs Hubbard arranged four 
loans for the plaintiff but did not 
disclose that her husband, a senior 
partner in the firm, was also a 
proprietor of Mobile Homes 
(Bordon) Ltd, one of the lenders. 
The plaintiff's home was secured 
against these loans. 

Prom 1975 onwards Hubbard & 
Co brought various proceedings 
against the plaintiff on behalf of 
the lenders to recover the loans. In 

1979 Hubbard ft Co sought pos¬ 
session of the plaintiffs home on 
behalf of Mobile Homes. 

The plaintiff was involved in 
considerable litigation but she was 
ultimately evicted from her borne. 

Between 1979 and 1983, the 
plaintiff wrote to the defendants oa 
five occasions complaining of her 
solicitors’ conduct in handling her 
affair s. The defendant* response 
to the fim tear was that it was the 
duty of Hubbard & Co to act for 
their diem. Mobile Homes, and 
nor a third party such as (be 
plaintiff. , 

She wrote again stating that in 

fad she was the solicitors’ dient 
and not a third party. The defen¬ 
dant informed tbe plaintiff that she 
should refer the matter to the 
court. 

In response to further fetters the 
Law Society denied misunder¬ 
standing her status and conduded 
that as there had been no pro¬ 
fessional misconduct it could not 


get involved. In 1989. a report 
commissioned by the defendant 
concluded there was no prima 
fade case of professional miscon¬ 
duct, but it had been unwise for 
Hubbard & Co to aa for MobOe 
Homes and another tender and 
that the failure to disclose Mr 
Hubbard's merest in Mobile 
Homes was conduct unbefitting a 
solicitor.

MR JUSTICE OTTON said that

damages. 

Thus (he court had to decide 
whether the English law of civfi 
wrongs should be extended to 
impose legal liability to make 
reparation for the loss caused to 
another by conduct of a kind *Mch 
had not hitherto been recognised 
by the courts as entailing any such 
liability.

1 The defendant, although not a 
statutory body in origin, was 
subject to statutory duties and 
through its council exercised statu¬ 
tory powers including those under 
the Solicitors Act 1974. as amended 
in relation to disriptinary and 
investigative proceedings: see the 
Administration of Justice Act 1955 
and the Courts and Legal Services 
Act 1990. 

2 The primary consideration was 
whether there existed between the 
Law Society and the complainant 
such dose and direct relationship 
as to place the defendant in tbe 
exercise of its powers and Junc¬ 
tions under a duty of care towards 
the complainant. His Lordship 
concluded that such prarimity did 
not east between the plaintiff and 
the defendant 

3 The plaintiff was a member of an 
unascertained class which 
inrf»c W k those diems complain¬ 
ing about their solid tors' in non- 
contentious business, civil 
litigation and criminal proceed¬ 


ings; victims of injustice, as they 
saw it. in civil and criminal 
proceedings those who com¬ 
plained about solicitors acting for 
third patties. It was impossible 
identity or ascertain within a class 
those sections or particular per¬ 
sons who could be afforded a duty 
of care and those who would be 
denied. Even the heart-rending 
story of the plaintiff did not permit 
a special relationship to be 
allowed. 

4 The investigative function of the 
Law Society in dealing with and 
processing complaints against the 
plaintiffs' former solicitors were 
discretionary and quasi-judkiai 
acts pursuant to a statutory duty 
and called for the exercise of 
discretion and judgment on the 
part of the officials concerned. The 
fact (hat the plaintiffs complaints 
were inefficiently handled or dealt 
with without due diligence would 
not alter (he quasHuodal charac¬ 
ter of the function. 

5 The duty owed by tbe defendants 
was not to safeguard die plaintiff 
against toss, bur razher to sanction 
conduct unbecoming a solicitor. 
The powers conferred on the Law 
Society were not to prevent or 
avoid loss to individuals such as 
the plaintiff. 

6 The defendants had no power to 


control the day-today activities of 
solicitors who by their activities 
caused loss. That was a contra¬ 
distinction to tite Borstal officers in 
Dorset Yacht Co Ltd v Home 
Office Q]970f AC 1004) and akin to 
the statutory body in Curran v 
Northern Ireland Co-ownership 
Housing Association Ud $1987] 
AC 718 ). where tiie absence of 
control and supervision exercised 
by the officials was the determin¬ 
ing factor. 

7 His Lordstop did not consider it 
essential car in the public interest 
for die defendants to have the 
immunity from suit afforded to the 
police in HU1 v Chief Constable of 
West Yorkshire AC S3). The 
position of tbe pofice in investigat¬ 
ing crime, disorder and respon¬ 
sibility for security was different 
from a body regulating its pro¬ 
fessional members. Ciearty the 
public policy was given great 
weight in tbe former. 

His Lordship attached hale 
weighl to the public policy on the 
ground that the Law Society was 
carrying oar investigative and 
disciplinary functions. 

If the plaintiff could have 
brought herself within the prin¬ 
ciples of proximity and 
foreseeability and the only consad- 
eration was immunity based an 


public policy his Lordship would 
not hare declined to find (bat a 
duty of care existed. 

8 It was not unreasonable to 
require a plaintiff who suffered 
toss to look for redress to the 
person who caused the loss by 
their conduct. The p laintif f sued 
Hubbard ft Co for negligence and 
conspiracy which was com¬ 
promised. It was unreasonable for 
her now to sue the regulatory body 
of tbe solicitors* profession. 

9 Tbe complainant had alternative 
remedies, if dissatisfied with the 
manner in which the complaint 
was handled. 

She could (a) refer to the lay 
observer under section 45 of the 
Solicitors Act 1974; (b) apply to tiie 
Solicitors' Complaints Bureau; (cf 
being an action for negligence 
against the sohrimn or fd) apply to 
tbe High Court under xetian SI of 
tbe SoDd tors Aa 1974. 

10 The dictates of good sense and 
consideration of what was fair and 
reasonable painted ciearty against 
tbe imposition of any duty of care. 
If there was no duty of care, then 
the allegation that the defendants 
mishandled the plaintiff's com¬ 
plaints could not assist her.

Hie question whether ait enquiry 
by police officers amounted to an 
interview for the purposes of the 
Police and Criminal Evidence Act 
1984 had to be decided using a 
purposive construction. 

If answers to exploratory ques¬ 
tions ax a roadside gave rise in due 
course to a well founded suspicion 
that an offence had been commu¬ 
ted. wftai had started out as an 
enquiry might become an inter¬ 
view. If it did, the proper proce¬ 
dure in accordance with the spirh 
of the Act and the codes made 
thereunder was to follow the 
requirements of the relevant code 


so far as it was practicable to doso. 

That applied not cutty in relation 
to further questioning but also in 
relation to material aspects of what 
had gone before so that although, 
for example, a contemporaneous 
record was no longer a possibility, 
a record of the earlier questions 
and answers should be made as 
soon as practicable; ihe reason far 
tbe lack of a oanignpor ane ous 
record should be recorded and the 
suspect given tbe o pport u nity to 
readtberecord. 

The Court of Appeal so stated 
when dismissing the appeal of 
Randy Afyan Park against bis 
conviction on .Mart* 17. 1992 at 
Guildford Crown Court Podge 
BuB. QC and a jury) on four counts 
of burglary.

LORD JUSTICE KENNEDY 
said that in the instant case the 
questions and answers had not 
been recorded at the time or soon 
thereafter , but if the roadside 
conversation amounted to an inter¬ 
view it only jusr did so. 

In the context of this case the 
failure to make a record and to grie 
the appellant an early opportunity 
tocheck it could nor be regarded as 
a significant breach of the code 
causing substantial prejudice to 
the appellant.

Collateral agreement in 
purchase enforceable 


Pitt v PHH Asset Manage¬ 
ment Lid

An agreement reached boweoi a 
vendor of property and a prospec¬ 
tive purchaser that the vendor 
would not negotiate with other 
prospective purchasers for a short 
stipulated period was a lock-out 
agreement enforceable in law. 

The Court of Appeal so hdd 
dimissing m appeal by the defen¬ 
dant PHH Asset Management 
Ltd, from Judge Brandt, at Col¬ 
chester County Court, who had 
answered a preliminary issue 
whether the defendant and plain¬ 
tiff had entered into contractual 
relations on October 3,1991 in tbe 
affirmative and directed that dam¬ 
ages for breach of co n tract be 
assessed if not agreed.

LORD JUSTICE PETER GIB¬ 
SON said that when the defendant 
put the property cm toe marks two 
buyers made offers, of whom the 
plaintiff was one. His offer was 
initially accepted subject to con¬ 
tract. but rejected on the other 
offeror making a higher offer.

It was plain that foe defen¬ 
dant was not committing itself to a 
sale to the plaintiff at that prefinti- 
nary stage.

What wtf 
agreed was a lock-out agreement 
me negative dement characteristic 
of which was identified by Lord 
Ackner in Wolford vMiles (P992J2 
AC 128.

NICK Fhldo. the champion, 
recorded a three-under par 69 
in the first round of the 
Scandinavian Masters at 
Forsgardens golf dob here 
yesterday.

It .was Faldo'S sixth 
successive round of 70 or 
better and represented a satis¬ 
factory beginning to his last 
tournament before he dies to 
Toledo, Ohio, for die US PGA 
championship, the fourth and 
Onfinal major of the year, the 
^week after next However, if 
he was satisfied with his play, 
he was less than satisfied with 
the course and its condition 
and, in a radio interview after 
his round, he bad no qualms 
about saying so. 

He said; “In 1985 or so, we 
told Km Schofield [the execu¬ 
tive director of the PGA Euro¬ 
pean Tour] that what was 
most important for the top 
players was to play on very 
good courses in as good condi¬ 
tion for the time of year as_ 
possible and with very good- 
practice faciliti es. Here we 
have none of these. 

“The course was very good 
in 1992," he continued. “This; 
year, they have taken a back¬ 
ward step. We need good golf 
• courses, especially in Ryder 
Cup year." 

Faldo's criticism is as accu¬ 
rate as his iron play. The 
Forsgardens course, although 
set in rolling land dotted with 
gaily painted houses, is not. 
one that causes the heart to 
soar at the sight of it Tpie 

greens are crowned so that it is 

difficult to find positions on it 
that are flat enough on which 
to place the flag. Furthermore; 
they are “as bumpy as a piece 
of Ryvita”, to use an aft-heard 
players’ phrase.

Final seed 
beaten 
as Foster 
plays on

ON A day of skiffs of rain and 
g^ itip breezes, one man stood 
defiant as youth tried to im¬ 
pose itself on toe English 
amateur championship at 
Saumon yesterday.

Rob Hnghes discovers 
how British horses 
are at the forefront of 
new research into 
reducing equine stress 

T he hone in the faoe 
mask is a guinea pig. A 
thoroughbred that 
failed his breeding line by 
being slow at the races, 
Monty leads a new life as a 
forerunner in scientific re¬ 
search aimed at preventing 
misery at die Olympic 
Games. A £40,000 research 
project beginning at New¬ 
market could put the horses 
that compete in the beat and 
humidity of Atlanta in 1996 at 
considerably less distress 
than humans. 

Monty takes willingly to 
the treadmill at the Animal 
Health Trust He is in the 
peak of his form, though the 
tubes and monitors attached 
to him make him appear like 
an intensive care patient 
They, and the integrity of 
researchers, will ensure that 
at no time & he abused as he 
might have been in com¬ 
petition. where riders reach 
swifter, higher and stronger 
in the Olympic theme. 

At the flick of a button, he, 
and the dozen horses who 
will join him in experiments 
Into beat tolerance and 
acclimatisation, walks or 
gallops training miles de¬ 
signed to spare the more 
competitive of their breed 
from death in the Atlanta sun. 
"There will be no invasion of 
the animals' bodies.” Dr 
David Martin, the Animal 
Health Trust cardio and res¬ 
piratory expert who leads the 
project said. 

“We are not out to repro¬ 
duce heart stress or heat 
exhaustion to toe point of 
collapse. We get early 
warnings with our controls 
and. when the core tempera¬ 
ture inside the horse reachs 
43 degrees, we say that is 
enough.” 

If only it was so in the field. 
The fact there is money for 
research to help horses, at a 
time when funds into Hmnan 
perfonnanre are drying op in 
Britain, points to a serious 
dilemma. 

Juan Antonio Samaranch, 
president of the International 
Olympic Committee, is not 
known as a great lover of 
horses, and further examples

Young promise 
drifting away

HOPE springs eternal in the 
youthful breast of English 
cricket, thank goodness. Not 
that anybody has been there to 
witness it but die gloom of one 
of the more torrid episodes in 
the history of our summer 
sport is being quietly cast 
aside this week by the uncon¬ 
fined promise lighting up the 
plains of Lincolnshire. 

England's Test selectors 
would get a tonic by watching 
the cream of the country's 
schoolboys performing yester¬ 
day at Caistor and Lincoln. 
None will turn up. nor will the 
county committee men and 
aficionados who bemoan our 
present fate and yet ignore the 
chance of glimpsing an alto¬ 
gether brighter future. 

The English Schools' Crick¬ 
eter Association (Esca) 
Bunbury Festival is a gather¬ 
ing of the best boys aged 
under 15, There is no more 
heartening sight in these diffi¬ 
cult times. Scratch away at die 
zinc cream and there do exist 
straight bats, stroke-players 
who can conquer seam, and 
bowlers who can swing h, and 
yes, lads who can leg spin. 

Perhaps all should not be 
lost. And yet the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of the festival, a seed bed 
from which lan Botham. 
David Gower, Mike Gatting, 
Mike Atherton, Alec Stewart 
and sundry others have 
emerged, has been tinged by 
the renewed talk of disease at 
the heart of English cricket 

As founder or the event the 
Rev Reginald Woodward is 
well placed to pronounce upon 
the apparent decline. Four of 
‘Reg's beys' — Nassa 
Hussain, Graham Thorpe, 
Atherton and Stewart — 
played at Headingley. As the 
last rites boomed forth from 
the television set in the little 
Caistor pavilion, he reflected 
on cricket's unequal struggle 
with other activities, and the 


damaging failure, he called it, 
of the counties to develop the 
supply of talent 

At 14 and 15. schoolboys are 
no less blessed technically 
than thqy were a quarter of a 
century ago; physically, they 
are infinitely superior, accord¬ 
ing to Woodward. "In terms 
of nurturing that talent, we are 
still in the Jurassic Park age.” 
he said. "My advice now to a 
fine cricketer of 16 is to go onto 
A levels and university if 
possible. Get an academic 
grounding, 1 say, before tak¬ 
ing the professional plunge, 
because cricket and the coun¬ 
ties are unlikely to take care of 
you.” 

"The game is about encour¬ 
agement, having the time to 
steer a young cricketer 
through a bad patch by work¬ 
ing on technique and confi¬ 
dence, yet the counties either 
don't have the patience or 
specialised coaching staff to 
work with players on different 
aspects, as exists in Australia 
anti the West Indies." 

We were now seeing the 
results of this neglect. 
Woodward, the retired brad of 
Lower School ax King’s 
School. Grantham, said. 

Woodward's mantle of festi¬ 
val organiser has been taken 
up in recent years by David 
English, actor, writer, cricket 
lover. “There are Bothamsand 
Gowers out there, but we’ve 
stood still so kmg now in terms 
of development that those 
youngsters are in danger of 
being lost to the game.” he 
said. 

“Here we have a showcase 
of the finest 44 young cricket¬ 
ers in the country, but apart 
from Northamptonshire and 
Warwickshire, and Essex last 
year, no counties show any 
interest.

Venables

SOURCES dose to Terry

If Venables foils to put the 
money up. his pending plea 
for the right to buy out 
Sugar’s controlling 47 per 
cent stake—due to be heard 
in November — will be 
halted. At that hearing; 
Venables will seek to boy

the club and its 
shareholders. 

Yesterday's High Court 
order was won by Sugar, his 
holding company Amshold 
and Tottenham Hotspur pic.

This is worth mentioning 
because Rachael Heyhoe- 
Flint, the eminence grise of 
women's cricket, is to have a 
further attempt at joining the 
ciub at the annual meeting 
next year. One of her backers, 
Tim Rice, is now on MCC's 
general committee. 

Here. England's cricket was 
as proficient as it has been all 
tournament. Upon hearing 
that Holland had been 
coached by Stuart Turner, one 
had visions of a party which 
had gleaned all there was to 
discover about limited-overs 
cricket.

THE Gloucestershire cricket 
chairman had lunch with the 
England team manager at 
Cheltenham yesterday and 
bad no trouble establishing 
common ground.

Before the dose; there was 
also a maiden hundred for 
Cork, though here the purring 
from Fletcher was tempered 
by a hamstring injury to the 
England all-rounder elecL 

“As with England, lade of 
confidence is our biggest 
problem.”

Christie 
hanks on 
victory 
over Lewis

AT APPROXIMATELY 8.45 
tonight, in front a crowd of 
14,000 in Gateshead and a live 
television audience of mil¬ 
lions. the talking will stop. At 
least for ten seconds, give or 
take the blink of an eye or the 
flash of a bank note. By the 
end of the evening, Einford 
Christie and Carl Lewis will 
be £ 100,000 richer and very 
much clearer about the pros¬ 
pects for their second, less 
lucrative, meeting, in the 
world championships early 
next month. Provided both 
qualify for the final of course. 

Make no mistake. Christie, 
the Olympic champion, and 
Lewis, the world champion, 
would quite happily swap 
their crock of gold for the 
guarantee of gold in Stuttgart 
But that does not devalue 
tonight's race, which is close 
enough to a major champion¬ 
ships to ensure that both men 
will be near their physical 
peaks and eager to claim the 
psychological high ground. 

The winner wifi approach 
Stuttgart in a more positive 
frame of mind than the loser, 
whatever the latter might tell

the press. The athletes them¬ 
selves have done their best to 
play down the significance of 
the meeting. But the just- 
another-racc platitudes ring 
truer for Lewis, who has 
already won Olympic and 
work! titles at 100 metres, than 
for Christie, who still has a 
point to prove not just by 
outlasting Lewis, at the age of 
32. one year his junior, but by 
becoming world champion. 

In 1991, in Tokyo, Lewis 
broke the world record and 
five others broke the JOsec 
mark in the fastest 100 metres 
of all time. Christie ran the 
race of his life then and 
finished fourth, a shattering 
blow to his morale that almost 
prompted retirement That 
score is still to be settled, quite 
apart from the other 11 defeats 
Christie has suffered in 13 
races against the American. 

Ron Roddan, Christie’s 
long-standing coach, is confi¬ 
dent revenge is at hand. ”1 
know Linford Christie is going 
to win here and I know heS; 
going to win in Stuttgart it’s 
as simple as that Statistics 
don’t mean a thing. What has 


Lewis done since the last 
world championships and 
what has Christie done?” The 
answer, in terms of the 100 
metres at least Is nothing and 
everything, but the assess¬ 
ment ignores Lewis's uncanny 
ability to get himself in the 
right frame of mind when rt 
matters most 

More important to the out¬ 
come of the race tonight is 
Rod dan's other claim. “I know 
what condition Linford is in 
and I know what condition 
Gateshead will be in.” Just 24 
hours after stepping off Con¬ 
corde Lewis vvriU have to run 
in temperatures nearly 30 
degrees cooler than Houston. 
Nor does the form of this year 
promise a Lewis victory. Lewis 
has not won any of his four 100 
metres races. Christie is un¬ 
beaten in eight races, though 
his best time of 10.06 is only a 
fraction better than Lewis's. 
Given decent weather and 
track conditions, both hope to 
go below lOsec. 

Lewis says he is in the same 
shape as he was in 1991, which 
may be a touch of gamesman¬ 
ship. and he is sounding 
confident enough about his 
chances of defending his 
world tide. “He’s never beaten 
me in a major champion¬ 
ships." Lewis said recently, 
unable to resist one final dig at 
the Olympic champion. 
“There is no way I wouldn't 
have won gold in Barcelona-" 

There has been a difference 
of opinion over the worth of 
the event, too. Depending on 
whose voice you listen to, the 
Today 100 metres challenge at 
die Gateshead international 
stadium is a “meaningless, 
obscenely rewarded exhibi¬ 
tion", or the dream race, the 
race the world has wanted to 
see from the moment Christie 
became Olympic champion in 
the absence of Lewis, the 
world champion, in Barcelona 
last summer. The former is the 
description used by Derek 
Johnson, a member of the 
management board of the 
British Athletics Federation, in 
a letter to The Guardian 
yesterday; the latter the gist of 
the hype poured forth by the 
promoters since the match 
was announced weeks ago. 

ft is probably a mixture of 
both, though, as Christie has 
pointed out The $8 million 
being paid to the other Lewis, 
Lennox, to defend his WBC 
world heavyweight title 
against Frank Bruno suggests 
that Christie and Lewis are 
being underpaid. After all, the 
fight might not last much 
longer than ten seconds, ei¬ 
ther. Both sports thrive on 
great rivalries. 

Lewis, articulate, multi-tal¬ 
ented. gregarious, arrogant 
and American, against Chris¬ 
tie. suspicious, single-minded, 
a loner and British, is a 
contrast of character and style 
made in heaven and the 
wonder is that nobody has 
wrapped up the package be¬ 
fore. If this is show business, 
athletics should stage more of 
it.

Weightiifters receive legal aid to 
contest drug ban from Olympics

THE two British wei ghllif t ers 
sent home from the 1992 
Olympic Games for alleged 
drug abuse yesterday an¬ 
nounced drey had been grant¬ 
ed legal aid to challenge their 
expulsion in the oourts. 

Exactly a year after Andrew 
Saxton and Andrew Davies 
were barred Iran competing 
in Barcelona, the pair are 
preparing for a court case 
against the British Olympic 
Association to dear their 
names and also to obtain 
possible damages for the 
harm caused to their person¬ 
alities and reputation. Unless 
the association settles, it win 
be the first time that it has had 
to defend itself in the English 
courts. 

The scandal In Barcelona, 
the biggest affecting Britain 
in the 96 years of the modem 
Olympics, will probably re¬ 
surface next year when a dvQ 
coon will hear the plea of the 
two British weightlifting 
champions that they were 
“subjected do actionable un¬ 
lawful conduct by the 
association”. 

Both competitors were sub¬ 
sequently exonerated by the 
British Amateur Weightlifters 
Association and have re¬ 
sumed their sports c a reers.
